Federal - Ontario Agreement: Securities Related Activities of Banks an 
Federally Incorporated Trust and Insurance Companies 








On April 28, 1987 the Hon. Tom Hockin, Minister of State (Finance) and the 
Hon. Monte Kwinter, Minister of Financial Institutions, Ontario, announced that 
an agreement had been reached with respect to the regulation of the securities 
activities of the chartered banks and federally incorporated trust and loan 
companies and insurance companies and their subsidiaries or affiliates. The 
text of the agreement follows: 


Tom Hockin, Minister of State (Finance) for Canada, and Monte Kwinter, Minister 
of Financial Institutions for the Province of Ontario, reached the following 
understanding with respect to the implementation of their respective regimes 
for the regulation of securities-related activities of federal financial 
institutions (banks, federal trust and loan companies, and federal insurance 
companies) and their subsidiaries or affiliates: 


aL There is a clear interest across Canada in the efficient functioning of 
the Canadian capital markets. It is essential that comparable activities 
be regulated in comparable manner. The Office of the Superintendent of 
Financial Institutions GOSH") will regulate federal financial 
institutions. The Ontario Securities Commission (the _ ''OSC'"') will 
regulate in Ontario the subsidiaries or affiliates of federal financial 
institutions which are engaged in securities-related activities. The 
OSFI will work in consultation with the OSC and other provincial 
regulators in order to harmonize the standards to which the 
securities-related activities of the institutions under their respective 
jurisdictions are subject. 


Bis Both levels of government recognize the importance of having an 
integrated regulatory regime take effect on June 30, 1987. 


3). The OSFI will regulate the seccurities-related activities of federal 
financial institutions carried on directly by the institution, which 
activities may comprise: 


a) all activities relating to sovereign debt of or guaranteed by 
federal, provincial and municipal governments, foreign countries 
and any political divisions thereof, and certain recognized 
international agencies;

b) all money market activities; 


Cc) all activities relating to debt securities of the institution 
(including bankers' acceptances, GIC's, and variable insurance 
contracts) and debt securities of an affiliated company that are 
guaranteed by the institution;

e) all capital market activities in syndicated or consortium loans, 
whether or not issued in the form of securitized debt instruments;

g) portfolio management and investment counselling to the extent 
permitted by the federal legislation applicable to the institution;

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1.1.2 TRADING BY INVESTMENT DEALERS/TAKE-OVER BID OR ISSUER BID 


Private Sector Committee on Trading by 
Investment Dealers during a Take-Over 
Bid or Issuer Bid 


The Ontario Securities Commission is pleased to announce the establishment of a 
Committee to review and make recommendations to the Commission in relation to 
the regulation of trading prior to and during the course of a take-over bid or 
issuer bid by investment dealers who have a relationship with one of the 
participants in the bid. Trading by investment dealers has been a_ significant 
concern to the Commission in recent take-over bids in Canada. The Commission 
is of the view that clear rules are required establishing the permitted trading 
particularly in view of the regulation under Bill 156 of bids being made by 
persons acting "jointly or in concert".

DRAFT OSC POLICY 7.8 - REVERSE TAKE-OVERS 

Published in the requests for comments section of this bulletin is 
proposed OSC Policy 7.8 dealing with reverse take-overs. The proposed policy 
emphasizes an issuer's timely disclosure obligations in connection with reverse 
take-overs and specifically mandates prospectus level disclosure in connection 
with such transactions. It also indicates that where insufficient information 
is available to permit investors to make informed investment decisions, the 
Commission will exercise its discretion to cease trade the shares of a 
reporting issuer which is participating in a reverse take-over. 


Also included in the requests for comments section of this bulletin is a 
draft regulation which wouid remove certain exemptions currently available 
under the Securities Act (Ontario) where a reverse take-over iS carried out 
other than in accordance with the rules of a recognized stock exchange. It is 
proposed that The Toronto Stock Exchange be recognized for this purpose since 
the by-laws, regulations and policies of that exchange are applied in a manner 
which is consistent with the principles enunciated in draft OSC Policy 7.8. 
Other Canadian exchanges may be recognized for this purpose based on a review 
of the adequacy of their rules and procedures. 


The proposed policy and draft regulation are published for comment.

REVERSE TAKE-OVERS - Timely Disclosure 
(Cross Reference Note: See also Policy 7.2 
and Uniform Act Policy 2-12) 


Introduction 





The Ontario Securities Commission (the ''Commission'') has become 
increasingly concerned with "reverse take-overs'' involving a relatively 
inactive reporting issuer's acquisition of a substantial new business interest. 
Such transactions may be effected in a number of ways and may, for instance, 
involve the acquisition by the reporting issuer of all or substantially all ‘of 
the outstanding shares of a non-reporting issuer through the issue of a large 
number of shares of the reporting issuer. Alternatively, shares may be issued 
for assets or an amalgamation may be effected between the reporting issuer and 
a more substantial non-reporting issuer. The effect of such transactions is to 
transfer control of the reporting issuer to the former shareholders of the 
non-reporting issuer or the former owner of the assets. In substance, unless 
otherwise regulated, a reverse take-over permits a non-reporting issuer to go 
public without the full disclosure of the affairs of that issuer which would be 
contained in a prospectus. 


Following the public announcement of a reverse take-over, shares of the 
reporting issuer trade primarily upon the market's assessment of the value of 
the non-reporting issuer or the business assets which are to be ''backed into'' 
the reporting issuer. If inadequate disclosure has been made of the affairs of 
such non-reporting issuer or such business, trading may occur on the basis of 
information insufficient to permit investors to make informed investment 
decisions. In the circumstances of a reverse take-over of a _ relatively 
inactive reporting issuer, the Commission is also concerned with the 
announcement of a proposed private placement of the reporting issuer's 
securities where no firm commitments have been obtained from intended private 
placees and that fact is not made clear in the announcement. As a result of 
inadequate disclosure, there may be large volumes of trading in, and 
extraordinary changes in the price of, the shares of the reporting issuer. 


The Duty to Disclose 





The Commission reminds issuers of their obligations to make timely 
disclosure under section 74 of the Securities Act (Ontario) (the ''Act'') and, if 
applicable, the by-laws and policies of The Toronto Stock Exchange. This 
policy is intended to articulate the Commission's position as to appropriate 
compliance with those obligations in the context of reverse take-over 
transactions. This policy is not intended to derogate from such obligations or 
relieve any issuer from any of its obligations to make timely disclosure. 


The Policy 
For the purposes of this policy: 
(a) "participating securities" are considered to be securities that 


carry a residual right to participate to an unlimited degree in the 
earnings of an issuer and in its assets upon liquidation or winding 


up; and 
(b) a ''reverse take-over'' is considered to be: 
(1) a transaction involving the issue of securities by a 
reporting issuer in exchange fs Ous securities Ot a 
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non-reporting issuer or the business assets of a 
non-reporting issuer, which results in more than a 100% 
increase in the number of outstanding participating 
securities of the reporting issuer, or 


(11) an amalgamation, merger, or other similar statutory procedure 
involving a reporting issuer and a non-reporting issuer, 
which results in the continuing company having a number of 
outstanding participating securities which is more than 100% 
in excess of the number of outstanding participating 
securities of the reporting issuer immediately prior to such 
transaction. 


The Commission believes that prospectus level disclosure should be made in 
connection with all reverse take-overs. Such disclosure may be made in an 
information circular forwarded to shareholders in connection with a meeting 
convened to approve the transaction, in the material change report filed in 
connection with the reverse take-over or in any other document which is 
formally filed with the Commission. That disclosure document should be made 
available to the public. The information required to be disclosed by the 
prospectus form which is applicable to the non-reporting issuer or the business 
acquired should be provided together with the appropriate financial 
information. The staff of the Commission is available for consultation in 
respect of the nature and content of any disclosure document to be prepared. 


A reporting issuer may be obligated in accordance with its timely 
disclosure obligations to publicly announce a proposed reverse take-over before 
a disclosure document of the nature referred to above is available. In those 
circumstances, the reporting issuer should immediately release to the public 
sufficient information with respect to the business, affairs and financial 
position of the non-reporting issuer or of the business to be acquired, as will 
permit investors to make informed investment decisions with respect to the 
shares of the reporting issuer. For this purpose, the Commission will 
conclusively treat the reporting issuer as having full access to all 
information available to the non-reporting issuer. The Commission is also of 
the view that where a reverse take-over 1S proposed, an announcement of a 
proposed private placement should make clear whether firm commitments have been 
entered into by the proposed purchasers and, if there are no firm commitments, 
no details of the terms of the proposed private placement should be disclosed. 


In general, where the Commission concludes that insufficient information 
is available in the public market to permit investors to make informed 
investment decisions with respect to the shares of a reporting issuer, it will 
issue a cease trade order in respect of such shares. Consistent with this 
principle, the Commission proposes to make such an order where an issuer fails 
to make prospectus level disclosure in respect of a reverse take-over as 
contemplated by this policy or where insufficient information is available in 
the public market following the public announcement of a reverse take-over and 
prior to the availability of a disclosure document of the nature referred to 
above. The Commission may also remove the prospectus and registration 
exemptions otherwise available in connection with a reverse take-over where an 
issuer fails to comply with this policy. 
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DRAFT REGULATION 19(e) and (f) 
REVERSE TAKE-OVERS 


19e. (1) The exemptions contained in clauses 71(1) (i), (j), (kK) and (1) of the 
Act do not apply to a trade in connection with a reverse take-over unless such 
reverse take-over is effected in accordance with the by-laws, regulations or 
policies of a stock exchange recognized by the Commission for the purposes of 
this section.

REASONS AND DECISION 


APPEARANCES: 


Way to Go Car Care Centres Inc. (hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as_ the  "Proponent") 
represented by Kenneth Crofoot. 


The Way to Go Incorporated (hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as the "Objector") represented as A. C. 
Finkelstein. 


This hearing was convened to determine whether or not the name Way to Go 
Car Care Centres Inc. should be changed pursuant to the provisions of 
section 12 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 ("the Act") at the 
objection of The Way to Go Incorporated. 


The Way to Go Incorporated was incorporated under the Business 
Corporations Act, by certificate of incorporation dated June 7, 1978. This 
corporation also registered a style name under the Corporations Information 
Act for the name "The Way to Go" which was registered from October 15, 
1981 to October 14, 1985. 


Marilyn Finkelstein, president of the Objector, testified on behalf of The 
Way to Go Incorporated. The Objector operates a retail store of 
approximately 1,000 sq. ft. located at 114 Cumberland Street, in Toronto in 
the area of Toronto known as "Yorkville" and employs a staff of four. The 
Objector has been located at that address since the date of its 
incorporation. The Objector registered a trade mark on April 18, 1980. 
Exhibits No. 5 and 6 consists of the certificate of registration and 
application for registration of the trade mark. 


The Objector sells travel accessories including luggage, wallets, money belts 
and converters and adapters for foreign electrical appliances. 


Its clientele consists of the travelling public within Metropolitan Toronto 


and other parts of the Province of Ontario. The Objector has between 200 
and 250 suppliers. 


ih ( She) — 
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The Objector is listed in the Metropolitan Toronto Consumer and Household 
Yellow Page Directory (Exhibit No. 15) as well as in the White Page 
Directory for Metropolitan Toronto (Exhibit No. 16). The Objector 
participates in national and international gift shows and advertises in the 
Globe & Mail. 


Ms. Finkelstein testified about the incidents of confusion being experienced 
by the Objector with respect to the use of the Proponent's name. Ms. 
Finkelstein advised her staff not to record all the misdirected calls received 
by the Objector since this would be time consuming. Ms. Finkelstein 
submitted as Exhibit No. 14, a photocopy of the record kept of these calls 
from December 1985 to August 1986, totalling 27 calls which she estimated 
represented 25% of the calls actually received. 


These queries were from individuals requesting information about estimates 
for automobile repairs and other questions related to the servicing of 
automobiles, rather than travel accessories. Three of the telephone calls 
recorded were with respect to a cheque payable to the Proponent but mailed 
to the Objector's address. The Objector also received a business card from 
the Advertising Department of the Toronto Star. The Objector does not 
advertise in the Toronto Star. The correspondence attached to the business 
eard was under the heading "driving into winter" and was directed to 
businesses servicing automobiles. 


The Objector has defended the name "The Way to Go" in the past. Exhibit 
No. 8 consists of copies of correspondence from the Registrar of Trade 
Marks for Consumer & Corporate Affairs Canada dated November of 1983 
indicating that an application for trade mark registration for "The Way to 
Go", "A Better Way to Go", "Uniglobe" and Way to Go" had been abandoned. 
This correspondence discloses that the applications had been opposed by 
"The Way to Go", a partnership composed of The Way to Go Incorporated 
and Suzy Jafine Incorporated. 


"Uniglobe" franchises travel agencies and advertises nationally. "Uniglobe" 
used the name "The Way to Go" in an advertisement in the Toronto Sun 
dated December 28, 1980 (Exhibit No. 9). The Objector opposed the use of 
that name by "Uniglobe". Exhibit No. 10 consists of a letter dated February 
24, 1981 by Mr. A. C. Finkelstein to Messrs. Goodman and Goodman, 
solicitors for Uniglobe, expressing the basis of the Objector's opposition to 
"Uniglobe's" use of the name "The Way to Go". 


The Objector submitted as Exhibit No. 11, a booklet published in 1982 by the 
Canadian Public Health Association entitled "The Way to Go" which provides 
advice for business travellers. This Association also ceased to publish under 
the title "The Way to Go" due to the complaint of the Objector. Exhibit No. 
12 consists of a copy of correspondence from the Objector's patent and 
trade mark agents to the Canadian Public Health Association confirming the 
receipt of copies of the subject publications. The Objector submitted as 
Exhibit No. 13 copies of correspondence between Mr. Finkelstein and a 
student charter flight service operating as Travel Cuts which indicates that 
the business ceased using the advertising slogan "The Way to Go" due to the 
complaint of the Objector. 


The Proponent, Way to Go Car Care Centres Ine. was incorporated under the 


Business Corporations Act, 1982 by certificate of incorporation dated April 
4, 1985 as 620210 Ontario Limited. The Proponent's name was changed to 
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Way to Go Car Care Centres Ine. by certificate of amendment dated April 
12, 1985, 


Mr. Arthur M. Blank, the president of Way to Go Car Care Centres Inc. 
testified on behalf of the Proponent. The Proponent operates an auto 
servicing centre located in the municipality of Metropolitan Toronto 
between Finch and Steeles, just north of Highway 401 in an industrial area. 
The Proponent employs over thirty employees including seven office 
workers. 


Ninety percent of the Proponent's customers are automobile dealerships 
which use the Proponent's services for repairs and renovations. Ten percent 
of the Proponent's customers are from the general public. The Proponent 
processes 200 automobiles monthly. 


The Proponent missed the Spring edition of the 1985 white page 
Metropolitan Toronto telephone directory, but was listed as of December 
1985 and was listed in the yellow page directory under automobiles in 
September 1985. In the white pages of the Metropolitan Toronto directory 
the Proponent directly follows the Objector's listing as follows: 


Way to Go, The 
Way to Go Car Care Centres Ine. 


The Proponent advertises its name and telephone in the Toronto Star, in the 
Toronto Sun and also advertises on Radio Stations CKEY and CFTR. These 
radio advertisements are directed to automobile dealers. The advertisement 
in the Sun and on the radio emphasizes the Proponent's telephone number, 
747-4004, particularly emphasizing the last four digits. The newspaper 
advertisements include a map of Toronto indicating the location of the 
Proponent and use the Proponent's logo. The Proponent submitted as Exhibit 
No. 19 a business card which displays the Proponent's name "Way to Go Car 
Care Centres Ine." with a logo which consists of a cartoon representing an 
automobile. The Objector also submitted a business ecard as Exhibit No. 21 
which uses the Objector's style name and trade mark "The Way to Go" 
imposed upon a representation of a luggage tag. 


Exhibit No. 18 which was introduced by the Proponent consists of 
photographs of the Objector's store front and store sign and the Proponent's 
auto repair shop taken by the Proponent's witness Mr. Blank shortly before 
the hearing. 


Exhibit No. 20 consists of a newspaper advertisement placed by the 
Proponent in the Toronto Sun dated April 15, 1986 which also uses the 
Proponent's logo. 


Mr. Arthur M. Blank testified that he was not aware of any telephone calls 
received by the Proponent for the Objector, or of anyone who has attended 
at the premises of the Proponent expecting to find the Objector. 


Section 12(1) of the Act pursuant to which this hearing was convened 
provides: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 


a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
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amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in certificate ... (emphasis added). 


The relevant parts of section 9 provides: 


(1) 


(2) 


Section 2 of the Regulations under the Act ("the Regulations") provides: 


(1) 


Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a 
name, 


(a) 


(b) 


(c) 


that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 


that is the same as or, .... Similar to, 
(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
. whether in existence or not, or 


(ii) the known name under which anybody corporate 
- carries on business or identifies itself, 


if the use of that would be likely to deceive; or 


that does not meet the requirements prescribed by 
the regulations. (emphasis added). 


A corporation may a name described in clause (1)(b) upon 
complying with conditions prescribed by the regulations. 


"Name" when used in the expression "if the use of that 
name would be likely to deceive" used in clause 9(1)(b) of 
the Act includes, 


(a) 


(b) 


(ce) 


a name that would lead to the inference that the 
business or activities carried on or intended to be 
carried on by the corporation under the proposed 
name and the business or activities carried on by any 
other person are one business or one activity, 
whether or not the nature of the business or activity 
of each is generally the same; 


a name that would lead to the inference that the 
corporation bearing the name or proposed name is or 
would be associated or affiliated with a person if the 
corporation and such person are not and will not be 
associated or affiliated; or 


a name whose similarity to the name of a person 
would lead someone who has an interest in dealing 
with a person, to deal with a corporation bearing the 
name in the mistaken belief that he is dealing with 
the person. 


Section 3 provides: 


For the purpose of section 12 of the Act, the matters the 
Director may consider when determining whether a name is 
contrary to section 9 of the Act include, 
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(a) the distinetiveness of the whole or any element of 
any name or trade mark and the extent to which the 
name or trade mark has become known; 


(b) the length of time the trade mark or name has been 
in use; 


(ec) the nature of the goods or services associated with 
the trade mark or the nature of the business carried 
on under or associated with the name, including the 
likelihood of any competition among businesses using 
such a trade mark or name; 


(d) the nature of the trade with which a trade mark or 
name is associated, including the nature of the goods 
or services and the means by which they are offered 
or distributed; 


(e) the degree of similarity between the corporate name 


and any trade mark or name in appearance or sound 
or in the ideas suggested by them; and 


(f) a geographic area in Ontario in which the corporate 
name is likely to be used. 


Therefore, the issue is whether actual use of the name "Way to Go Car 
Centres Inc." by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it would 
lead to the inference that the business carried or intended to carried on by 
the Proponent and the business carried on by the Objector are one business, 
that the name would lead to the inference that the Proponent would be 
associated with or affiliated with the Objector, or would lead someone who 
has an interest in dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in 
the mistaken belief that he is dealing with the Objector. 


The purpose of the Director's mandate under section 12 of the Business 
Corporations Act, 1982 is to protect the public interest in not being 
subjected to deception which is likely to arise from the acquisition of 
corporate names that are similar to names already in use. 


Kelly, J. A. concluded in Re: C_C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 63 D.L.R. (2d) 
203, at. p...209: 


The strictures on the granting, upon incorporation, of names 
similar to those of existing bodies have not adversely affected 
the right any person has to protect himself against an 
infringement on the name or style under which he carries on 
business: s. 12 was enacted not to enlarge the remedies 
available for that purpose, but in the public interest for the 
protection and convenience of the public. 


The public to be protected is not the public as a whole, but the persons or 


class of persons with whom the Objector has or intends to have business 
dealings. Kelly, J. A. at p. 213: 
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| do not consider that anyone ean be deceived by the similarity 
of one name to another within the meaning ofs. 12 unless he is 
induced to deal with someone other than the person with whom it 
was his intention to deal - so, unless a person is likely to deal 
with the corporation to be incorporated in the mistaken belief 
that he is dealing with another corporation, it cannot be said 
that, within the meaning of the Corporations Act, the similarity 
of names is likely to deceive him. 


And as follows at p. 213: 


In other words, the only person who is deceived is he who take 
some action or makes some decision different from that which 
he would have made but for the deception; and similarly the 
person who is likely to be deceived is one whose action or 
decision is likely to be so affected. 


This concept was extended in the Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw 
Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.) case by Laskin, J at p. 61 


to include the probability of confusion as to the association of one company 
with another. 


Kelly, J. A. in the C_C Chemicals case concluded that the likelihood of 
deception should not be interpreted as so rigid a standard that the test 
becomes not "probability of deception" but "possibility of deception". 


In summary, the relevant facts which it is appropriate to consider in 
determining likelihood of deception, are in essence: 


ils the nature of the businesses 

is the names of the businesses, 

3. the persons or class of person who might ordinarily be expected 
to deal with each business. 


With respect to confusion, as concluded by Mr. Justice Kelly in C C 
Chemicals at page 214, instances of confusion must be frequent and 
compelling in nature in order to be relevant to the determination to be made 
under section 9 of the Act. 





The businesses conducted by the Objector and the Proponent are clearly 
different and there is no likelihood of competition between them. 


The Objector's clientele is derived from the general public shopping for 
travel accessories within Metropolitan Toronto. 


The Proponent's clientele is largely drawn from automobile dealerships 
within Metropolitan Toronto. I conelude that there is no overlap between 
the persons or class of person expected to deal with either business. 


The words "The Way to Go" contained in the Objector's name form an 
expression found in the public domain. "Way to Go Car Centres Ine., the 
Proponent, includes a descriptive element in its name "Car Care Centres" to 
distinguish itself from the Objector and uses the expression "Way to Go" 
which is a colloquial expression, slightly different in emphasis to that of the 
Objector. The difference is found in the use of the article "the" in the 
Objector's name. 
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Even with respect to businesses sharing an identical and unique coined word, 
Mr. Justice Goodman concluded as follows in Re: Ebseo Investments Ltd. 


and Ebsco Subscription Services Ltd. (1975), 7 O.R. (2d) 741 (Div. Ct.), 56 
DEESRAGG)ES ONS" GsB RZ) ohatips (49 


There may be other cases where the coined word is indeed unique 
and distinctive, but the additional words used in the corporate 
names of the respective companies and the businesses engaged in 
by the respective companies are so different in their nature that 
the public is not likely to be deceived by the use of the coined 
word in the two corporate names in question. Each case will fall 
to be decided by the application of the principles laid down in 
the C C Chemicals case and the Laidlaw case, to the particular 
circumstances of the case. 


I would think that especially as in the case at hand, where the Objector and 
Proponent are not sharing words which are either coined, unique or 
distinctive, but are in the public domain, where the Objector and the 
Proponent are in different businesses and the Proponent has used additional 
words which distinguish the Proponent from the Objector, that the public is 
not likely to be deceived. 


The Objector is receiving telephone calls, the nature of which indicate that 
they are calls directed at the Proponent. These calls are a nuisance to the 
Objector. However, I conclude that they are not sufficiently frequent or 
significant to be relevant. The cheque which was mailed in error to the 
Objector caused some inconvenience to the Objector and to the drawer of 
the cheque, but this does happen in business life. A careful reading of the 
Telephone Directory would clearly draw a person's attention to the 
telephone number and address for the Proponent. As stated by Mr. McRuer, 
C.J.H.C., in Re Menzies Gibson Ltd., (1955) OWN 657 at p. 660: 


In commercial life there is bound to be a certain amount of 
coincidence of names, but this cannot be dealt with on any 
trivial ground. 


Ms. Finkelstein submitted in evidence the effort the Objector has made in 
protecting its proprietary interest in "The Way to Go" in its corporate and 
style names. However, as stated before, this is not the nature of the 
determination made under section 12 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 
which must be made in the public interest for the protection and the 
convenience of the public. 


For the foregoing reasons, there will be no order made pursuant to section 


12 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982, requiring Way to Go Car Care 
Centres Ine. to change its name.

On February 20, 1987 a hearing was held before me pursuant to subsection 
12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"), at the objection of 
MeDonnell-Ronald Limousine Service Limited. The purpose of the hearing 
was to decide whether or not Airline Limousine Service Limited had 
acquired a name contrary to section 9 of the Act and, if so, to reeommend 
whether or not the name of the Proponent should be ordered changed. 


THE EVIDENCE 


The Objector was incorporated under the Business Corporations Act on 
February 8, 1974, and registered the business’style "Airline Limousine" on 
July 25, 1974. The business style registration was renewed on May 10, 1979 
and, after a lapse of one year, the business style "Airline Limousine 
Services" was registered on June 19, 1986. 


According to the Articles of Incorporation, the objects of the Objector are: 


(a) to provide and operate a limousine service; 

(b) To provide and operate for hire limousines, taxicabs, and 
motor vehicles of every kind for the conveyance of 
passengers and to equip, maintain and operate buildings, 
storage houses, and garages, for the storage and 
maintenance of motor vehicles of every kind, telephones, 
radio and communication equipment; 

(ec) To carry and transport by charter or hire passengers, 
goods, wares, and personal property; 

(d) To contract with others for the carriage and transportation 
of passengers, goods, wares, and personal property; 
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(e)

The Objector's business activity or service carried out or identified by its 


To buy, sell, exchange, hire, rent and deal in motor 
vehicles of every kind, radios and instruments and 
apparatus for communication and the reception or 
transmission of signals, sounds or visions incidental to the 
transportation of passengers and _ goods, including 
accessories, supplies and materials useful in connection 
therewith; 

To establish, equip, operate, maintain and carry on 
dispatch centres, taxicab stands, pick-up points, parking 
lots, service stations and vehicle and motor repair shops; 
To purchase or otherwise acquire and deal in licences and 
franchises for the carriage and _ transportation of 
passengers and personal property; 

For the objects aforesaid, to purchase or otherwise acquire 
and to sell, exchange, lease, mortgage, charge, turn to 
account, dispose of and deal in property, real and personal, 
and rights of all kinds and, in particular, options, contracts, 
charters, business concerns and undertakings.

business style is shown in the registration as being: "Conveyance of Airline 
Passengers from and to Toronto International Airport in private Licensed 


automobiles." In the June 19, 1986 registration of the business style "Airline 
Limousine Services", the business activity or service is shown as being 


simply "Limousine Services". 


The Proponent was incorporated under the Business Corporations Act on 


September 29, 1980. 


According to the Articles of Incorporation, the objects of the Proponent are:

To rent, lease and hire motor ears and automobiles of all 
kinds, and drivers thereof, and to carry and transport 
passengers in the same. 

To acquire, maintain and operate buildings, storage houses, 
and garages for the storage, caring for and keeping therein 
of automobiles and vehicles of every kind. 

To operate and carry on parking lots, service stations and 
vehicle and motor repair shops. 

To purchase, lease or otherwise acquire, hold, own, hire 
and maintain, control, take, lease for investment purposes, 
manage, improve, pledge, mortgage, either absolutely as 
owner or by way of collateral security or otherwise, any 
property, real or personal, movable or immovable, and 
assets generally. 

To acquire, construct, operate and manage buildings and 
structures of all kinds; and 

To carry on any trade or business whatsoever which ean in 
the opinion of the Board of Directors be advantageously 
carried on by the Corporation in connection with or 
ancillary to any of the above objects or the general 
business of the Corporation. 


The Objector's first witness was Mr. Andre Maalouf. Mr. Maalouf, 
recently, was, with a partner, owner of the shares of the Objector. 
Maalouf was, and continues to be, the general manager of the Objector. 
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Mr. Maalouf became aware of the Objector's business in 1976 by seeing the 
name "Airline Limousine" on limousine ears at the Toronto International 
Airport. 


Mr. Maalouf and his partner purchased the shares of the Objector in April 
1981, including the Transport Canada licences and the trade name "Airline 
Limousine". Mr. Maalouf indicated that he had the business style searched 
at that time. When asked by Mr. Malawi for the amount of the purchase 
price, Mr. Koreen objected on the basis of irrelevancy since there was no 
allocation of the purchase price to the business style specifically. The 
objection was allowed. 


Approximately one month prior to this Hearing, the shares of the Objector 
were sold by Mr. Maalouf and his partner pursuant to an offer therefor made 
in April 1986. It was around the time of the offer that Mr. Maalouf became 
aware of the Proponent. In the agreement of sale (which had not been 
introduced into evidence), Mr. Maalouf testified that there was no specific 
mention of the business style "Airline Limousine". 


After the sale, Mr. Maalouf remained as manager and an officer of the 
Objector. He has no other interests in the Objector. 


During 1979 and 1980, Mr. Malawi, the witness for the Proponent,discussed 
with his lawyer, Miss Jennifer Treloar, the possibility of forming a limousine 
service company specializing in "super-stretch" ‘7-passenger luxury 
limousines. Miss Treloar was directed to incorporate a company for Mr. 
Malawi. The company became active during 1984 - 85 providing limousine 
dispatch services. 


Mr. Malawi incorporated First Choice Limousine Service Ltd. (hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as "First Choice") in April 1985. He owned the shares 
of both First Choice and the Proponent for the purpose of cost efficiency. 
Mr. Malawi testified that he was operating both companies without 
objections as to use of name. 


Mr. Malawi admitted that he provided the funds for the incorporation of the 
Proponent. The name was chosen by him and Miss Treloar, based on 
discussions between them. He admitted that the name "Airline Limousine" 
was known to him. 


Mr. Malawi asserted that no name search conducted prior to incorporation 
of the Proponent revealed any corporate name "Airline Limousine". He said 
that he thought that "Airline’ was a generic name, since there are 
companies operating with the name "Airline Taxi" and "Airline Livery", and 
that mere incorporation would protect a corporation's name. Upon cross- 
examination, however, Mr. Malawi admitted that when he incorporated the 
Proponent, he did not know whether or not a search of the Partnerships 
Registry was conducted. 


In 1984, the Proponent started to use the name "Airline Limousine Service 
Limited" in connection with its business and advertised in the year 1985 -86. 
Thus, there was no possibility of confusion of name with that of the 
Objector from 1980 to 1985, since the Proponent was not active then. 


Mr. Koreen referred to the Transport Canada licence issued in Mr. Malawi's 


name (produced as Exhibit No. 6). In 1978, the Transport Canada licence 
showed Mr. Malawi as working for one Cliff Booth, a limousine broker. 
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Mr. Malawi was a driver for customers of the Objector; that is, he rented his 
ear from a broker but collected the fees for the Objector directly from the 
customer. Drivers had to be approved by the Objector: a Transport Canada 
form was required to be completed by the Objector before drivers were 
licensed by Transport Canada. 


Mr. Malawi wanted to purchase the Transport Canada licences from the 
Objector in the year 1982 - 83. Mr. Maalouf was not then aware of the 
existence of the Proponent. This knowledge Mr. Maalouf said he acquired 
only ten months prior to this Hearing. Discussions for the sale of the 
licences broke off. 


Mr. Koreen submitted that Mr. Malawi had knowledge that the Objector 
carried on business as "Airline Limousine", based on the signs on the vehicles 
which he was driving for the Objector. 


In 1986, the purchaser of the shares of the Objector required a clear right to 
use the business style "Airline Limousine". On cross-examination, Mr. 
Maalouf asserted that the Name Objection is not related to fulfilling the 
terms of the offer. Mr. Maalouf's first lawyer's letter to Mr. Malawi was 
sent one month after the offer of April 1986 was received. However, this 
letter was sent to First Choice; whereas, a second letter was sent a further 
month later to "Airline Limousine" to the attention of H. Malawi. Mr. 
Koreen noted that the Objection was not made prior to the offer of April 
1986. Upon the sale of the shares of the Objector, the lawyer for the 
purchaser was instructed to search the corporate name. On re-examination 
by Mr. Koreen, Mr. Maalouf indicated that the sale of the shares of the 
Proponent to the purchaser had already been completed. 


Mr. Maalouf had attempted to stop the Proponent from using the name 
"Airline Limousine" by having his corporate lawyer, Mr. Peter Zoldhelyi, 
send the letters dated May 30, 1986 (Exhibit No. 8) and June 30, 1986 
(Exhibit No. 9). The letters from the Objector's lawyer, however, were 
addressed to the wrong party, since Miss Treloar, Mr. Malawi's lawyer, who 
appeared as an initial director, had resigned in favour of Mr. Malawi. 


Mr. Malawi admitted that he had offered to resolve the confusion in name 
with the Objector's lawyer, verbally by telephone. Mr. Malawi said that he 
never received any reply to his offer. 


Mr. Malawi then entered into evidence as Exhibit No. 12, the letter by the 
Proponent to the Companies Branch (undated) setting out the reply to the 
Objector's allegations of confusion as to name. 


Mr. Maalouf asserted that the motive for the Objection was the avoidance 
of public confusion and is not at all related to the terms of the share 
purchase offer. 


Mr. Maalouf explained that the word "Airline" is very important to the 
Objector as it appears on the advertising and business cards. The business 
style is more important to the Objector than the name of the corporation 
"MeDonnell-Ronald Limousine Service Limited" particularly because such 
business is very volatile. When asked why the registration of the business 
Style was allowed to expire in 1985 for approximately one year, Mr. Maalouf 
explained that he thought the continuing use of the name during that period 
was sufficient protection. 
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As evidence of confusion in the mind of the public and the drivers, Mr. 
Maalouf referred to customer complaints respecting lost articles and 
missing or duplicated cars responding to customer reservations. The 
Objector advertised in the 1986 Yellow Pages Telephone Directory for 
Toronto on page 661 (produced as Exhibit No. 11 and attached hereto as 
Appendix "A") emphasizing the word "Airline Limousine Service". In 
addition, the Objector advertised in all local Metro areas. In Exhibit No. 11 
there appears another advertisement "Airline Limousine Service Limited" 
placed by the Proponent. 


The Objector is licensed by Transport Canada to transport people to and 
from Pearson International Airport. The Objector owns approximately 100 
vehicles which are licensed to the Objector. Its cars are identified by model 
and minimum size and is used for local livery. In the front and rear windows 
of each car is a sign which says "Airline Limousine". Mr. Maalouf explained 
that additional cars are owned or rented by drivers through brokers. The 
drivers of such cars are not employees of the Objector. 


Mrs. Donna Jackson, the second witness for the Objector, is a reservationist 
who, recently, has been working the 4 p.m. to midnight shift. She has been 
an employee of the Objector for 11 years. When she answers the telephone, 
she responds as follows: "Airline Limousine. Can I help you?". 


Mrs. Jackson explained that she took orders exclusively for transportation to 
Pearson International Airport. Orders were not taken at the Airport, only 
orders for transportation from anywhere in Ontario to the Airport. 


Mrs. Jackson had heard that the owner of First Choice was Mr. Malawi. 


She became aware of the Proponent's business in the spring or the summer 
of 1986. On several occasions, customers called to confirm orders when 
there were no record of such orders. When the orders could not be found 
either in writing or through communication with any other reservationist 
working for the Objector, the order was usually replaced by the Objector. 
Mrs. Jackson admitted that mix-ups in reservations with other limousine 
companies happened with regularity. When she became aware that were 
customers contracting with "Airline Limousine Service", she complained to 
management of the Objector. 


The owner of the Proponent was found to be Mr. Malawi after several 
telephone enquiries. Mr. Maalouf had previous knowledge of Mr. Malawi as 
a driver and as president of the local limousine association. 


Mr. Maalouf became aware of the Proponent's business in 1986. For 
example, a customer called and referred to their office on Lakeshore 
Boulevard in Toronto. After some verification, it was determined that the 
Lakeshore Boulevard address was that of the Proponent. 


After she became aware of the Proponents' business, Mrs. Jackson said that 
confusion in the orders occurred, initially, two to three times per shift. The 
most recent case of confusion occurred three weeks prior to the Hearing. 


Mrs. Jackson was aware that confusion had existed with the Proponent 
because the makes of the specific cars requested and the reservation 
numbers did not relate to the Objector's business. After ascertaining that a 
specific caller had intended to call the Proponent, Mrs. Jackson referred the 
ealler to them. 
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Mrs. Jackson could not ascertain the time of her shift during the summer of 
1986. Mrs. Jackson noted confusion in orders approximately three to four 
times per month since that time. Upon further ecross-examination, Mrs. 
Jackson admitted that mixed-up orders occurred prior to the summer of 
1986, as well. 


Mrs. Jackson related the following event: a Lincoln Continental car was 
requested for a trip from the Royal York Hotel in Toronto to Burlington. 
The caller mentioned that they had spoken to "Airline Limousine". Mrs. 
Jackson could not fill the order and suggested that the caller call First 
Choice. The caller called back and, again, asked for a specific car. The 
nature of the service requested was not provided by the Objector. Mrs. 
Jackson had mentioned that she referred the caller to First Choice because 
of her experience with the confusion. 


On cross-examination, Mr. Maalouf admitted confusion that arose in both 
companies when receptionists took telephone calls from customers. 


Mr. Pugh, a witness for the Proponent, was an employee of the Proponent 
since August 1986 as manager. Currently, he is a driver. Part of his past 
duties were to answer the telephone and to book reservations for "super- 
stretch" limousines only. The telephone was answered "Airline Limousine 
Service Limited". Mr. Pugh never had any complaints from other limousine 
companies regarding confusion, nor any complaints from customers. 


Mrs. Jackson said that she had seen an entry in the Toronto White Pages 
Telephone Directory under the name of "Airline Limousine" but nothing in 
the Yellow Pages Directory until 1986. 


Mr. Malawi testified that "Airline Limousine Service Limited" was chosen as 
a name to operate a limousine service, and the full company name is used in 
all advertising. 


Mr. Malawi indicated that airport service is only part of the Proponent's 
business which includes pre-arranged tours. Nevertheless, the Proponent's 
telephone receptionists answer "Airline Limousine Service Limited". The 
Proponent's vehicles do not carry any corporate or business names. 


The Proponent carries on business as a dispatcher only. The Proponent is 
not licensed to operate vehicles. In fact, the Proponent does not own any 
vehicles at all. The Proponent's dispatch service is available throughout 
Ontario. Service to and from Pearson International Airport constitutes only 
part of the Proponent's business. 


The cross-examination of Mr. Malawi then referred to the Yellow Page 
Telephone Directory advertisement (Exhibit No. 11) and noted that the 
Proponent specializes in luxury "super-stretch" Cadillacs as depicted in the 
advertisement; whereas, the Objector advertises ordinary-sized Cadillacs. 
In addition, Mr. Malawi noted the distinction of telephone numbers in each 
respective advertisement. 


Mr. Malawi then referred to the Objector's advertisement (Exhibit No. 11) 
in respect of its establishment in 1936. It appears that 1936 was the date of 
incorporation of a predecessor company; however, the Objector itself was 
incorporated in 1974. 
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Finally, Mr. Koreen referred to the Proponent's business ecard (Exhibit No. 
13) showing the lettering emphasizing the words "Airline Limousine Service 
Limited". Mr. Malawi dismissed this observation as a printing error and not 
evidence of any intention to pass-off or cause confusion. 





THE LAW 


The relevant sections in the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (hereinafter 
refer to as "Act") are sections 12 and 9. In Ontario Regulation 466/83 under 
the Act, (hereinafter refer to as "Regulation") there are section 2 and 3 
which are relevant. 


Subsection 12(1) of the Act provides as follows: 

If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Section 9 of the Act provides, in part, as follows: 


(1) Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a 
name, 


(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 


(b) that is the same as or, except where a number name 
is proposed, similar to, 


(i) the name of a known, 


(A) body corporate, 

(B) trust, 

(C) association, 

(D) partnership, 

(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual, 


whether in existence or not, or 


(ii) the known name under which any body corporate, 
trust, association, partnership, sole proprietorship, or 
individual, carries on business or identifies itself, 


if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 


(ec) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Sections 2 and 3 of the Regulation appear to codify the case law which has 
developed over the years with regards to name disputes, in particular Re C 


C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 63 D.L.R. (2d) 203 (C.A.), and Canadian Motorways 
Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. (1973), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.) 
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Section 2 of the Regulation sets out circumstances in which the use of a 
name would be "likely to deceive" within the meaning of section 9(1)(b) of 
the Act. Section 2 of the Regulation provides that: 


2. (1) "Name" when used in the expression "if the use of that 
name would be likely to deceive" used in clause 9 (1) (b) of the 
Act includes, 


(a) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
business or activities carried on or intended to be 
earried on by the corporation under the proposed 
name and the business or activities carried on by any 
other person are one business or one activity, 
whether or not the nature of the business or activity 
of each is generally the same; 


(b) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
corporation bearing the name or proposed name is or 
would be associated or affiliated with a person if the 
corporation and such person are not or will not be 
associated or effiliated; or 


(ec) a name whose similarity to the name of a person 
would lead someone who has an interest in dealing 
with that person, to deal with the corporation bearing 
the name in the mistaken belief that he is dealing 
with the person. 


(2) In this section, 


(a) "person" means a person, whether in existence or not; 
and 


(b) "use" means actual use by a@ person that carries on 
business in Canada or elsewhere. 


The likelihood of deception must be ascertained at the time of the granting 
of the name objected to. In the words of Kelly, J.A. in C C Chemicals: 


"Likely" as an adjective is defined by the Oxford English 
Dictionary as "probable" - "that looks as if it would 
happen". Accordingly, the question becomes, "Did the 
Provincial Secretary give to the proponent a name so 
similar to that of the objector that ‘it looked as if 
deception would occur'." (at p. 212) 


Again, in C_ C Chemicals, the court laid down certain factors to be 
considered when deciding whether or not to grant a name to an applicant for 
incorporation. These factors are, in essence, the name of other businesses 
having similar names, the nature of the business associated with those 
names, the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with such businesses, the 
name sought by the applicant for incorporation, the objects and business of 
the applicant and the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with the 
applicant upon incorporation. Finally, in light of the above information, a 
decision by the incorporation authority must be made 
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...as to whether the visual and auditory qualities of the two 
names are so similar that the use of the proposed name by the 
corporation to be incorporated is likely to deceive those 
members of the public who are dealing or may wish to deal with 
the existing name holder. (per Kelly, J.A. at p. 214). 


Section 3 of the Regulation sets out some of the matters which the 
Director, Companies Branch, may consider for purposes of subsection 12(1) 
of the Act when determining whether a name has been acquired contrary to 
section 9 of the Act. 


I am satisfied that section 3 of the Regulation contains a summary of the 
case law on point but I note, however, that the matters enumerated therein 
are not exclusive. 


Consequently, I propose to weigh the evidence submitted at this Hearing by 
the relevant criteria set out in section 3 of the Regulation and, further, to 
apply such other appropriate consideration which the Director is entitled to 
canvass in the exercise of his discretion under subsection 12(1) of the Act. 


1 Distinetiveness of the Objector's business style "Airline Limousine" 


The words "Airline Limousine" and "Airline Limousine Service" are generic 
or purely descriptive of the Objector's business. While Pigeon, J. in the 
Laidlaw Motorways case follows Kelly, J.A. in C C Chemicals stating 


...'that the utmost difficulty should be put in the way of anyone 
who seeks to adopt or use exclusively as his own a merely 
descriptive term’, 


Pigeon J. goes on to say, however, that 


...1 do not think that this can be applied beyond the point where 
the word is really descriptive of the business carried on or the 
product dealt in. .... If the word so used was really descriptive 
of the business, product or service, I would be extremely 
reluctant to allow the plaintiffs to monopolize it in this way. 
However, as it is merely descriptive of a thing that has no 
essential relation to the business, this does not appear to me 
really objectionable. (at p. 57) 


Here, the words "Airline Limousine" are clearly descriptive of the Objector's 
business (more fully discussed below) and, consequently, I find that the 
Objector's business style has not acquired a distinctiveness within the 
meaning of subsections 3(a) and 11(1)(b) of the Regulation. 


Qe Length of time that Objector's business style has been in use. 


The Objector first registered its business style ("Airline Limousine") on July 
25, 1974. This registration was renewed on May 10, 1979. After a lapse of 
one year, the business style "Airline Limousine Services" was registered on 
July 19, 1986. 


Mr. Malawi argued for the Proponent that the one year lapse in registration 


of the Objector's business style caused the Objector to lose the protection of 
that name. This argument is fallacious. Registration of a business style is

required by section 2 of the Corporations Information Act for purposes of 
public identification of corporations carrying on business in Ontario under a 
name other than its incorporated name. Registration does not afford 
protection to business names. In fact, subsection 2(5) of the Corporations 
Information Act specifically provides that: 


(t)he registration of a name or style under this section does not 
eonfer on the corporation any right to such name or style that it 
does not otherwise have. 


In addition, Mr. Malawi argued that since the Proponent incorporated itself 
in 1980 and carries on business under its incorporated name, the Proponent 
has gained better right to the use of its name over that of the Objector 
which carries on business under a business style which is other than its 
incorporated name. Again, such an argument is erroneous. - Neither the 
Corporations Information Act nor the Business Corporations Act, 1982 
provides a better right to the user of an incorporated name over the user of 
a properly registered business style. Mr. Malawi had not provided any 
statutory or judicial authority in support of this argument which, 
consequently, must fail. 


Thus, I find that the Objector has been using the business style "Airline 
Limousine" for ten years commencing in 1974, and the business style 
"Airline Limousine Services" since April 1986, within the meaning of 
subsections 3(b) and 11(1)(b) of the Regulation. 


Finally, I mention that the Proponent which was incorporated in 1980 under 
the name "Airline Limousine Service Limited" commenced business only in 
1985, according to Mr. Malawi's testimony. 


Se Nature of services associated with the Objector's business style and 
nature of the trade. 


The stated objects of the Objector are set out at length at the beginning of 
these Reasons. The nature of services associated with the business style 
registration of the Objector is "CONVEYANCE OF AIRLINE PASSENGERS 
FROM AND TO TORONTO INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT IN PRIVATE 
LICENSED AUTOMOBILES." 


According to Mr. Maalouf's testimony, the Objector is licensed by Transport 
Canada and owns approximately 100 limousine vehicles which are identified 
by model and minimum size, for the purpose of passenger transportation to 
and from Pearson International Airport to and from any point in Ontario. 
Reservations are accepted only for transportation to the Airport. The 
Objector operates its vehicles by the assignment of a rotation of three 
drivers per vehicle. In addition, the Objector obtains the services of driver- 
owned or -rented vehicles through limousine brokers. 


The stated objects of the Proponent are set out at length in the beginning of 
these Reasons. Mr. Malawi testified that service to Pearson International 
Airport is only part of the Proponent's business which includes pre-arranged 
tours and livery services between points in Ontario which does not 
necessarily include Pearson International Airport. The Proponent does not 
own any vehicles but operates simply as a dispatcher which secures the 
services of driver-operated "super-stretched" 7-passenger luxury Cadillac 
limousines from brokers. The Proponent is not licensed by Transport Canada 
or any other transportation regulatory authority. 
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Witnesses for both parties gave evidence of the highly competitive and 
volatile nature of the limousine service business in the Toronto area. 


The limousines operated by and for the Objector have the words "Airline 
Limousine" appearing on the windshield and rear windows of each vehicle. 
The limousines operated for the Proponent are unmarked. 


I find that the nature of the services associated with the Proponent is 
similar to those associated with the Objector's business style, within the 
meaning of subsection 3(¢e) of the Regulation. Whereas the Objector's 
service necessarily includes Pearson International Airport, the Proponent's 
service to and from Pearson International Airport is incidental to a broader 
service offered. Such a distinction in services I find to be too subtle to be 
perceived by the public users of limousines in the highly mobile customer 
area of southern Ontario, particularly since there need not be similarity or 
overlapping of businesses for there to be confusion of name (Falconbridge 
Nickel Mines vs. Falconbridge Land Development 15 C.P.R. (2d) 213 
(B.C.S.C, 1974). 


Further, I note that the Proponent acts solely as a dispatcher, whereas the 
Objector operates its own vehicles in conjunction with vehicles provided 
through owner- or renter-operated limousine brokers. Again, such business 
arrangements are not apparent to the public user and cannot be the grounds 
for any distinction in the nature of the trade seen to be carried on by the 
parties in the eyes of the public within the meaning of subsection 3(d) of the 
Regulation. 


4. Auditory or visual similarity between the Objector's business style and 
the Proponent's name. 


The Objector's business has been carried on variably as "Airline Limousine" 
and "Airline Limousine Services". The Proponent is known as "Airline 
Limousine Service Limited". 


Both parties carry on business that include the transportation servicing of 
airline passengers by limousines. 


On page 660 of the Yellow Pages Telephone Directory for Toronto (1986) 
(Exhibit No. 7), the following listing appears: 


Limousine Service (Cont'd) 


Airline Limousine Service 48 Galaxy —----------------- 676-3210 
(SEE ADVERTISEMENT OPPOSITE PAGE) 
Airline Limousine Services Limited 
1926 Lakeshore B/W ----—------------766-4444 
(SEE ADVERTISEMENT OPPOSITE PAGE) 


The advertisements referred to appear on page 661 of the Exhibit which is 
attached hereto as Appendix "A". 


I find, consequently, that the operating names of both parties are 


substantially the same within the meaning of subsection 3(e) of the 
Regulation. 


Die Geographic area. 
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The Objector is licensed to operate between Pearson International Airport 
and points in Ontario. The Proponent carries on business between points in 
Ontario that include Pearson International Airport. In facet, the major 
volume of business of each party is in southern Ontario and, in particular, 
the metropolitan Toronto area. 


Consequently, the geographic area in which the Proponent's name is used is 
substantially the same as that of the Objector within the meaning of 
subsection 3(f) of the Regulation. 


6. Ordinary clientele 


Though not specifically enumerated in section 3 of the Regulation, I find 
that it is appropriate for the Director to consider the nature of the clientele 
that one would ordinarily expect to deal with each party, in order to 
determine whether the use of the Proponent's name is likely to deceive. 


According to the witness, Mrs. Jackson, reservations are taken from the 
Objector's customers in Ontario for transportation to Pearson International 
Airport. Orders are not taken at the Airport, only orders for transportation 
from anywhere in Ontario to the Airport. 


Mr. Pugh, the Proponent's witness, testified that telephone orders are 
received by two office clerks who arrange for the dispatch of "Super- 
stretch" 7-passenger limousines. Mr. Malawi indicated that his clientele 
are not exclusively Pearson International Airport commuters, but include 
pre-arranged tours and special transportation arrangements. In addition, 
Mr. Malawi indicated that his clientele specifically seek the service of 
"super-stretch" 7-passenger Cadillac limousines rather than the ordinary- 
sized Cadillac sedans offered by the Objector. 


It appears that there is a distinction to be made between the clientele 
sought and serviced by the Objector and the Proponent. No evidence was 
adduced, however, by either party to quantify their respective shares of the 
limousine market. Consequently, it cannot be concluded whether or not 
such a market is divisible into distinet and distinguishable sub-market 
services defined by limousine vehicle preferences. 


In Re Fordprint, 11 O.R. (2d) 434-(H.C.J.,. D.C., 1976), the matter involved 
an appeal from a decision of the Minister of Consumer and Commercial 
Relations refusing to order a change of name of Formprint Incorporated 
upon the complaint by Fordprint Limited. Both companies were found to be 
in the same business, although the business of one was wider than, and 
included that of the other. The geographic area of both businesses 
overlapped and they shared some of the same customers. Grange, J. 
speaking for the court held that 


(iJn looking at the question anew, it appears to us that the two 
names, applying the visual and auditory test set forth by Kelly, 
J.A., in Re C C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 2 O.R. 248, 63 D.L.R. (2d) 
203, 52 C.P.R. 97, (HC.J, D.C.), are almost as close as it would 
be possible to be without being precisely identical. There is in 
the only important word of both names but one different letter 
and it appears to us that the customers of the parties dealing 
with those parties would likely be and indeed, would almost 
inevitably be confused by the similarity. (at page 436) 
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His finding on the facts I admit to being persuasive in determining the 
matter of this Hearing. 


The quality of the evidence must be such as to show probability of 
confusion, not mere possibility or, indeed, actuality of confusion. According 
to Kelly, J.A. in the C C Chemicals case at page 212. 


I earlier mentioned that I did not consider that events occurring 
after the granting of the name were relevant except for a very 
limited purpose. The exception I have in mind and the only one 
whieh I would consider should ever be made to the exclusion of 
evidence of events subsequent to the granting of the name would 
be to allow evidence of consistent deception arising from the use 
of the name alleged to be objectionable, to be introduced for the 
sole purpose of showing the lack of objectivity in the decision of 
the Provincial Secretary that deception was not likely to occur. 
In stating this view I would not consider that that such evidence 
should be allowed to be adduced in all cases, but I can conceive 
of situations where the occurrence of many and frequent 
instanees of deception might be pertinent to the question as to 
whether the Provincial Secretary acting judicially in determining 
the "likelihood of deception" could have come to the conclusion 
that there was no such likelihood. 


In the matter of this Hearing, the Proponent did not actively carry on 
business until five years after incorporation. Thus, in the period from 1980 
to 1985, there was no likelihood or even possibility of deception. 


Mrs. Jackson, the Objector's reservationist, first became aware of the 
Proponent's business in the summer of 1986. In this connection, I refer to 
Mrs. Jackson's testimony appearing in the summary of facts set out earlier 
in these Reasons. Mr. Pugh, the Proponent's former office manager, 
testified that he never had any complaints from other limousine companies 
regarding confusion, nor any complaints from customers. Mrs. Jackson 
recalled seeing the Proponent's name in the White Pages Telephone 
Directory (Toronto) under "Airline Limousine", but noted that she had seen 
no such advertisement in the Toronto Yellow Pages Telephone Directory 
until 1986. 


CONCLUSION 


I conelude, therefore, that the Proponent, through inadvertence, had 
acquired a name contrary to section 9 of the Act and that the name would 
lead to the inference that the Proponent and Objector are associated or 
affiliated or that the similarity of the names of the parties would lead to 
someone who has an interest in dealing with the Objector, to deal with the 
Proponent in the mistaken belief that he is dealing with the Objector, within 
the meaning of subsections 2(1)(b)and (¢) of the Regulation. 


EQUITY 


Section 12 of the Act law provides the Director with the discretion not to 
change a name which has been granted contrary to section 9 of the Act. 


The nature of this diseretion is explained by Mr. Justice Robins in Re 


Cantrade Sales and Import Co. Ltd., 15 O.R. (90) 56O(H.Cudes Dic. 1977) as 
follows: 
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...Notwithstanding the acquisition of a name contrary to section 
8(1), and then section 9(1), the Minister is obliged to consider 
whether, in the light of all the surrounding circumstances of a 
particular case, the name ought to be ordered change. This 
consideration, as a primary matter, involves the public interest 
in not being subjected to confusion through the use of similar 
corporate names, and as a secondary matter, the interest of the 
companies claiming the name and the relative hardship that may 
result to them from the decision. (at pp. 566-7) 


Proceedings under subsection 12(1) of the Act are an administrative 
procedure in the public interest and do not constitute an additional 
commercial remedy: 


The strictures on the granting, upon incorporation, of names 
similar to those of existing bodies have not adversely affected 
the right any person has to protect himself against an 
infringement on the name or style under which he carries on 
business: s. 12 was enacted not to enlarge the remedies 
available for that purpose, but in the publie interest for the 
protection and convenience of the public. To quote from the 
judgement of Schatz, J., in the Cole's case, at pp. 337-8 O.R., 
pp. 53-4 D.L.R.: 


The issue before me as I conceive it on the authority of the 
Chapple case is to determine whether the name of Cole's 
Sporting Goods Ltd. is "likely to deceive", that is, likely to 
cause confusion by reason of the existence of the prior 
incorporation of C. Cole & Co., and the later incorporation 
of Coles Book Stores Ltd. For the applicant herein it is 
contended that the principles applicable in a "passing-off" 
action are the principles upon which I should view the facts 
in this case. In my opinion this is not in the nature of a 
passing-off action. This is not a matter of contest between 
parties although it is noted that the right to apply under s- 
s. (3) is "by a person who feels aggrieved", thus indicating a 
personal disadvantageous effect, but while such a person 
may make an application it is not the duty of the Court to 
make any order for the sole purpose of removing a 
grievance in so far as it affects the person complaining, 
but the Court must act for the benefit of the public who 
are likely to be deceived, the grievance of a party being an 
entirely secondary result. Under this Act this is a matter 
respecting the public primarily, i.e., is the public likely to 
be deceived, and therefore in my opinion the principles of a 
passing-off action are not applicable... 


This statement I consider to be fundamental: what the statute 
aims at is the prevention, in the public interest, of the use of 
letters patent to further deception likely to arise from similarity 
of names. Save as to the provision of a review by the Court, 
what it sets up is an administrative procedure to prevent the 
giving of a name similar to an existing one and to change a 
name, the giving of which contravened the prohibition of s. 12(1). 
(per Kelly, J.A. at page 210 in C C Chemicals) 
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This principle was reiterated with approval in Re Ebsco Investments and 


Ebseo Subscription Services, 7 O.R. (2d) 741 at p. 745 (H.C.J., D.C. 1975), 
(aff'd) 11 O.R. (2d) 305 (C.A.) 


Nor is the purpose of the proceedings under section 12(1) of the Act to 
afford protection to the Objector in the continued use of his name without 
fear of competition: 


It was never intended that s. 12 should provide an alternative 
method of determining the rights of two parties where one of 
them, by the manner in which he is conducting his business, is 
seeking to draw custom away from his competitor. Adequate 
remedies have always been available to deal with such a 
situation - any attempt to broaden the scope of the 
administrative procedure under s. 12 to encompass what is 
"passing-off" are unwarranted and should be resisted. (per Kelly, 
J.A. in C C Chemicals at page 210). 


Section 11(1)(b) of the Regulation prohibits a corporate name from being 
descriptive of the corporation's goods or services, unless identification 
renders the name distinctive. The courts have been most reluctant to grant 
a monopoly of use over words that are generic or purely descriptive of a 
business. However, Laskin, J. in Laidlaw Motorways stated, 


I readily subscribe to the proposition that an objecting company 
should not be able to claim an exclusive right to use as part of 
its name a descriptive word which merely identifies its business. 
But other descriptive words which do not do so ... may be found 
to deserve protection against use by competing companies. (at p. 
64), 


for the reason that a descriptive name may identify a business "...because 
they have adopted it, not because it has become more descriptive of their 
operations than of those of their competitors" (per Pigeon, J. in Laidlaw 
Motorways at p. 57). Such identification comes from long use and ready 
association between the business and its descriptive name. This principle 
was followed in Re Prime Locations and Prime Real Estate 30 C.P.R. (2d) 38 
(OHC J, D.C. 1976). 


Whether or not the Objector's name is descriptive of its business or 
otherwise, discloses concern for the proprietary aspects of a corporate name 
which is not, in my view, an appropriate consideration in section 12(1) 
proceeding under the Act. The Director is charged with ensuring that the 
public is protected from the confusion generated by the sameness or 
similarity of names which is likely to deceive. Public confusion readily can 
result from the use of common descriptive words in business names, whether 
or not the descriptiveness is related to the user's business. The injudicious 
use of descriptive words in business names risks change in the Proponent's 
name by the Director. This action is not so much a protection afforded to 
the Objector under the Act as an acknowledgement that, through time, the 
Objector's descriptive name has acquired a secondary meaning which 
particularizes the Objector in the public mind, hence resulting in 
identification. The use by the Proponent of a name which is the same as or 
similar to that of the Objector would likely cause members of the public to 
believe erroneously that the Objector and the Proponent are affiliated or 
associated. 
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In the matter at Hearing, the issue of secondary meaning does not arise 
since the name of both the Objector and the Proponent's businesses are 
purely descriptive of their actual activities and services and, consequently, 
eannot afford "protection" to the Objector within the rule in Laidlaw 
Motorways. In addition, the Objector had carried on its business under the 
style "Airline Limousine (Service)" for less than twenty years and has not 
been shown to be distinctive. In any event, it is my view that the Proponent 
may be found to have offended section 9 of the Act, whether or not the 
Objector has any proprietary claim to its name. The public interest prevails 
over the private rights between the parties the latter of which the Director 
is not required to decide in a section 12(1) proceeding under the Act. 


In Re Menzies-Gibson, 1 D.L.R. (2d) 187, (O.H.C., 1955), Mr. Justice 
McRuer states the case against changing the Proponent's name on the 
grounds of hardship: 


One can readily understand the difficulties that can arise in the 
business world by reason of the change in a corporate name and 
also the incidental inconvenience that arises by reason of a 
corporation, having once been issued letters patent, engaging in 
business under that name, procuring necessary supplies and 
advertising material and then having to advise the business world 
that the name of it has been changed. Much confusion may 
follow in the minds of the customers of the corporation and 
those with whom it deals. There is goodwill, there is credit, 
there are banking arrangements, all of which are identified with 
the precise name of the company. It is therefore obvious that 
before any action is taken under s. 12(2) there should be very 
good and sound reason shown why that action should be taken. 
To provide against hardship, s.s. (3) was enacted. (at p. 189) 


Mr. Malawi testified that the Objector's sole motivation in initiating the 
present Name Objection proceeding is to satisfy a condition in the recent 
agreement for the purchase of the shares of the Objector. Motivation 
behind the initiation of a Name Objection proceeding is an irrelevant 
consideration in the face of the facts. 


Further, Mr. Malawi was uncertain as to whether a name search was 
conducted upon incorporation of the Proponent. Since he was assisted by 
legal counsel, it is hard to believe that such an oversight was committed in 
such a basic matter. Mr. Malawi had a history of dealings with the 
Objector, as driver and as president of the local limousine association. Also, 
Mr. Malawi was engaged in business plans with one of the Objector's 
investors. Finally, Mr. Malawi testified that he had offered to " clear up" 
any problem associated with the use of the Proponent's name following 
receipt of the Objector's lawyer's letters, thereby indicating his awareness 
of the problem. All of these factors indicate that Mr. Malawi had special 
knowledge of the Objector's name and business and, consequently, he may 
very well have been the author of his own misfortune in courting the risk of 
a name change under section 12(1) of the Act. 


In conclusion, I have determined that the equities in the Proponent's favour 
are outweighed by the interest of the public in being protected from the 
confusion likely to result from the continued use of the name "Airline 
Limousine Service Limited" by the Proponent. 
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DECISION 


Therefore, pursuant to the authority delegated to me under the Act, it is 
ordered that unless Airline Limousine Service Limited changes its name to 
one dissimilar to that of the Objector within 30 days of the date of the 
mailing of these reasons, a certificate of amendment will be issued changing 
the Proponent's name to 457379 Ontario Limited.

The Ontario Securities Commission announced today the formation of a private 
sector industry committee to review the issues and make recommendations to the 
Commission with respect to the advertising and marketing activities which 
should be permitted under the Securities Act (Ontario) in connection with a 
distribution of securities. The Commission indicated that the existing 
regulatory regime is relatively restrictive and might not be appropriate in the 
context of today's markets and practices. The Commission also noted that the 
Canadian Radio and Television Commission has recently removed the prohibition 
on the advertising of securities on the radio and will remove the prohibition 
on television advertising on September 1, 1988.

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1.1.2 USE OF MARKETING MATERIAL DURING THE WAITING PERIOD 


NOTICE 


ADVERTISING AND USE OF MARKETING MATERIAL 
DURING THE WAITING PERIOD 


General 


Subsections 52(1) and 64(2) of the Securities Act (Ontario) Gche weve!) ssand 
Uniform Act Policy No. 2-13 together set out the parameters under which 
advertising, marketing and other material may be used or distributed during the 
period of distribution of securities. The staff of the Commission recognizes 
that certain anomolies exist in these rules and that other jurisdictions, 
particularly the United Kingdom, have much less restrictive regimes. Asa 
result, the Commission has announced in this’ issue of the Bulletin the 
formation of a private sector committee to consider the present rules in 
Ontario with respect to advertising and the use of marketing and other 
materials in connection with the distribution of securities and to make 
recommendations for changes to those rules. Pending the report of that 
committee, the Commission has the responsibility for enforcing the existing 
regulatory regime and ensuring that all participants in the capital markets are 
conducting themselves in accordance with that regime. Pending any formal 
changes to the existing rules, the Commission intends to enforce those rules 
and will intervene in-any distribution which is carried out in a manner which 
is not inaccordance with then. Set forth below is a statement of the 
Commission's current position with respect to the use of marketing material 
during the "waiting period" prior to the issue: « of! aye receipt for. a final 
prospectus. 


Distribution of Marketing Material During Waiting Period 








Last June, the Director of the Commission reprimanded two law firms and an 
investment dealer because of their failure to advise an issuer that certain 
advertisements placed by the issuer in newspapers during the ''waiting period"' 
after the issuer had filed a preliminary prospectus with the Commission, were 
in contravention of subsection 64(2) of the Act and Uniform Act Policy No. 2-13 
(see Notice Re Cambior inc. 9 OSC Bulletin 3225, June 13, 1986). In that 
Notice, the staff of the Commission expressed its views as to the 
interpretation and application of subsections 52(1) and 64(2) of the Act. 


It has come to the attention of the Commission that certain issuers who have 
filed preliminary prospectuses with the Commission have during the ''waiting 
period'' distributed marketing brochures and other forms of marketing 
information and material to prospective investors. in “the wiew cof the 
Commission, that material is being distributed in contravention of subsection 
521) “ot “the “Act. The Commission takes the position that except for the 
limited distribution of materials permitted under subsection 64(2), only the 
preliminary prospectus may be distributed during the waiting period. In 
particular, * the distribution of any advertising or marketing material 
(including any marketing brochure, circular, advertisement, letter, notice or 
other communication) which can reasonably be considered to be in furtherance of 
an issuance of securities is prohibited by subsection 52(1) of the Act until a 
receipt for a final prospectus has been issued by the Director of the 
Commission. That prohibition applies prior to the filing of the preliminary 
prospectus as well as during the waiting period. The same rule also probibits 
radio advertisements which, while not indicating that a distribution of 


securities is contemplated, can by virtue of their timing and content resonably 
be considered to be in furtherance of that distribution. 
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The Commission wishes to remind issuers and their advisers that it considers 
any breach of the Act of the nature referred to above to be a serious matter. 
In the event that the staff of the Commission becomes aware of any marketing 
brochure, circular, advertisement, letter, notice or other communication being 
used or distributed in contravention of subsection 52(1) of the Act, or of any 
other activity which is in contravention of that subsection, the staff intends 
to apply to the Commission for a cease trade order under subsection 123(1) of 
the Act in respect of the preliminary prospectus filed with the Commission to 
which such marketing material or activity relates. In addition, a receipt for 
a final prospectus relating to any such offering may be refused. In 
appropriate circumstances, staff would also recommend the laying of charges 
under section 118 of the Act. 


A more difficult issue is raised by media reports and stories relating to 
companies which are proposing a public issue or are in the waiting period. 
While staff recognizes that an issuer does not have control over media 
coverage, staff believes that an issuer has an obligation to take appropriate 
precautions to ensure that media coverage which can reasonably be considered to 
be in furtherance of a distribution of securities does not occur after a 
decision has been made to file a preliminary prospectus or during the waiting 
period. Commission staff may investigate the circumstances surrounding media 
coverage of an issuer which appears immediately prior to or during the waiting 
period and which can reasonable be considered as being in furtherance of a 
distribution of securities. Action will be taken in approprate circumstances. 
Pending establishment of a new policy which deals’ specifically with the 
marketing activities permitted prior to and during the waiting period, issuers 
may wish to consider the SEC guidelines with respect to those activities. An 
extract from those guidelines is included as Exhibit A to this Notice. 


The provisions of this Notice relate to restrictions on marketing activities 


carried out prior to or during the waiting period. Those specific rules do not 
apply subsequent to the issue of a receipt for a final prospectus. 
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EXHIBIT A 


Extract from 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
Release 5180 (1971) 


It has been suggested that the Commission (ie. the SEC) promulgate an all 
inclusive list of permissible and prohibited activities in this area. This is 
not feasible for the reason that determinations are based upon the particular 
facts of each case. However, the Commission as a matter of policy encourages 
the flow of factual information to shareholders and the investing public. 
Issuers in this regard should: 


1. continue to advertise products and services; 


2. continue to send out customary quarterly, annual and other periodic 
reports to stockholders; 


3. continue to publish proxy statements and send out dividend notices; 


4. continue to make announcements to the press with respect to factual 
business and financial developments; i.e., receipt of a contract, the 
settlement of a strike, the opening of a plant, or similar events of 
interest to the community in which the business operates; 


5. answer unsolicited telephone inquiries from stockholders, financial 
analysts, the press and others concerning factual information; 


6. observe an "open door'' policy in responding to unsolicited inquiries 
concerning factual matters from securities analysts, financial 
analysts, securityholders, and participants in the communications 
field who have a legitimate interest in the corporation's affairs; 


7. eontinue to hold stockholder meetings as scheduled and to answer 
shareholder's inquiries at stockholder meetings relating to factual 
matters; 


In order to curtail problems in this area, issuers in this regard should avoid: 


1. issuance of forecasts, projections or predictions relating but not 
limited to revenue, income, or earnings per share; 


2. publishing opinions concerning values. 


In the event a company publicly releases material information concerning new 
corporate developments during the period that a registration statement is 
pending, the registration statement should be amended at or prior to the time 
the information is’ released. If this is not done and such information is 
publicly released through inadvertence, the pending registration statement 
should be promptly amended to reflect such information.

ul DISCLOSURE OF EXECUTIVE COMPENSATION -- APPLICATION OF SECURITIES ACT TO 
CERTAIN REPORTING ISSUERS 


The Commission has approved an amendment to Clause II.F of OSC Policy Statement 
7.1 with respect to proxy solicitations. 


AS a result of recent amendments to the Canada Business Corporations 
Regulations (SOR/86-983, effective September 18, 1986) and the regulations made 
under the new Securities Act of British Columbia (B.C. Reg. 270/86, effective 
February 1st, 1987) and the Alberta Securities Act (Alta. Reg. 46/87, effective 
March 15, 1987) category A issuers that are incorporated or continued under the 
laws of British Columbia, Alberta or the Canada Business Corporations Act, or 
otherwise subject to the Canada Business Corporations Act, now qualify for full 
exemption under section 87 of the Act, including with respect to disclosure of 
executive compensation. These federal, B.C. and Alberta requirements relating 
to disclosure of executive compensation in proxy circulars are now 
substantially similar to those contained in Form 41 of the Ontario Securities 
Act Regulation. 


The amendment is published in the Policies chapter of this edition of the 
Bulletin, with changes blacklined for ease of reference. 
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1.1.2 JOINT REGULATORY TASK FORCE - SHAREHOLDER COMMUNICATION 


Joint Regulatory Task Force 
- Shareholder Communication 


The Joint Regulatory Task Force on Shareholder Communication delivered its 
Interim Report to the Canadian Securities Administrators at the spring meeting 
of the CSA held April 28 to 30, 1987. At that meeting the CSA approved in 
principle the issuance of a National Policy Statement incorporating the 
recommendations of the Task Force to the extent possible, pending changes to 
legislation. 


A draft National Policy Statement is to be included in the Final Report of the 
Task Force, expected to be delivered at the end of June, published for comment 
during the summer and finalized in September of 1987, to be effective in 
respect of the 1988 proxy season.

JOINT REGULATORY TASK FORCE ON SHAREHOLDER COMMUNICATION 
Interim Report 


Executive Summary 


Purpose of Report 


To give detailed recommendations as to the implementation of the Report of the 
OSC Advisory Committee of June, 1986 on a national basis. 


Problem Addressed 


Security holders (''underlying owners'') whose securities are held in the names 
of market nominees (clearing agencies or financial intermediaries) : 


@) do not receive the information from issuers that securities and corporate 
legislation requires to be sent to registered shareholders; and 


(ii) are effectively disenfranchised. 


The number of shareholders that are affected is significant. An estimated 
average of 30 to 35% of the public float of reporting issuers is held in the 
names of clearing agencies, and the percentage can exceed 90% with new 
reporting issuers. An additional number of securities are held in the names of 
dealers banks or trust companies. 


Factors that have contributed to the growth of nominee security holdings 
include the development of the book-based system used by clearing agencies, 
registered tax deferral plans, and the growth of discount brokers. 


Deficiencies in Existing Legislation 


Section 48 of the Securities Act (Ontario) and its counterparts in other 
provinces requires registrants and custodians: to deliver proxy-related 
materials to "beneficial'!' shareholders where the issuer or the shareholder pays 
the reasonable costs. The provisions are deficient in that: 


1. The issuer is not obligated to deliver information or proxy-related 
material to its underlying owners. 


2. The compensation to be paid to an intermediary for such delivery is 
unregulated. 


3. There are no specified time periods for the delivery of materials by 
issuers or intermediaries. Accordingly, significant costs in 
providing and delivering materials may be thrown away. 


4. Obligations are not clearly placed on banks and trust companies in 
their roles as intermediaries. 


5. The -role of clearing agencies in the capital markets is not 
contemplated. 


6. Section 48 relates only to proxy-related materials. 


Corporate legislation does not deal with nominee security holdings. Further, 
the minimum 21 day period for a notice of a meeting of security holders, given 
current mail delivery times, is too short to permit the delivery and return of 


proxies. 
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Recommendations of Joint Regulatory Task Force 





Securities legislation, and corporate legislation to the extent necessary, be 
amended to provide as follows: 


il Proxy-related materials and audited annual financial statements to be 
delivered to underlying owners. 


2. Reporting issuers to be required: 


(ay to set a record date for notice of meetings of security holders and 
the entitlement to vote thereat, to be 35 to 50 days before the 
date of the meeting; 


(ii) to send search cards to clearing agencies and intermediaries in 
advance of sending the notice of meeting be mandatory; and, 


(iii) to pay the intermediaries $1.00 per name of underlying owner to 
whom the intermediary sends materials, plus postage incurred. 


Bh Reporting issuers may offer to deliver proxy-related materials and 
audited annual financial statements to the underlying owners themselves. 


4, Mandatory use by clearing agencies of an equivalent to the proxy attorney 
system currently used by the Canadian Depository for Securities Limited. 


5. Intermediaries deliver proxy-related materials and audited annual 
financial statements to their clients who are underlying owners within 
prescribed time limits.

Immediate Action Recommended 





There is an increasing awareness in the industry of the need for and value of 
communication between issuers and their underlying shareholders, as evidenced 
by the use of CDS's proxy attorney system by approximately 700 issuers, by the 
commencement of operations of a third party service company serving 
intermediaries, and by the use of computer technology to reduce the cost of 
using the recommended systems and procedures. Because of the extensive 
consultation process participants in the communication chain, particularly 
clearing agencies and intermediaries, are awaiting regulatory action. The 
legislative process, however, does not allow prompt response to events in the 
marketplace. 
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It is recommended that the Canadian Securities Administrators issue a National 
Policy Statement applicable to reporting issuers and intermediaries, to be 
effective in September, 1987 in respect of the 1988 proxy season.

Questions have arisen as to the interpretation of ''substantially similar 
to the requirements of this Part" in section 87(1) of the Act. The 
Commission has reviewed the relevant provisions of the law in other 
jurisdictions and has concluded that issuers in categories B and D 
qualify for exemption under section 87. Issuers in category A _ qualify 
for exemption under section 87, save and except with respect to item 6 of 
Form 30 of the Regulation in respect of which only those issuers qualify 
for exemption that are incorporated or continued under, or otherwise 
subject to, the Canada Business Corporations Act or incorporated or 
continued under the laws of British Columbia or Alberta.

REASONS AND DECISION 


APPEARANCES: 


Mr. J. D. Weir, Barrister and Solicitor, on behalf of CITIBANK 
CANADA (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the "Objector") 


Mr. H. J. Ash, Barrister and Solicitor, on behalf of CITICAPITAL 
FINANCIAL CORP. (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the 
"Proponent") 


A hearing was held on March 3, 1987 before me pursuant to the provisions of 
subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"). The 
purpose of the Hearing was to decide if Citicapital Financial Corp. had 
acquired its name contrary to section 9 of the Act and if so, whether a 
certificate of amendment to the articles of Citicapital Financial Corp., 
changing the name of the Proponent, should be issued. 


THE EVIDENCE 


The Objector was constituted by Letters Patent of amalgamation issued 
under the Bank Act (Canada), effective November 1, 1982 and November 1, 
1983. 


The Proponent was incorporated under the Business Corporations Act, 1982 
on February 28, 1984 as having the name Malezis Financial Corporation. On 
March 19, 1984, the Proponent registered the business style "Citicapital 
Funding" in connection with the business activity or service of "Mortgage 
Brokerage and Financing". By Certificate of Amendment dated February 
19, 1986, the Proponent changed its name to "Citicapital Financial Corp." 


Prior to the opening of the Objector's ease, Mr. Ash questioned who exactly 
is the Objector - Citibank Canada or Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. 
Citibank Canada appears on all the correspondence and proceedings except 
for Mr. Weir's letter of August 18, 1986 referring to Citicorp Capital 
Investors Ltd. as being the Objector. Mr. Weir indicated that the Objector 
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is, indeed, Citibank Canada. I observed to Mr. Ash that Citibank Canada 
appears as the Objector in the Notification of Hearing documents issued to 
the parties by the Companies Branch and that, accordingly, the Objector is 
Citibank Canada, notwithstanding the mention in Mr. Weir's last letter. Mr. 
Weir had also indicated that Citibank Canada is acting for itself and for its 
subsidiary and affiliated companies, one of which is Citicorp Capital 
Investors Ltd. 


I commenced the Hearing by inviting Mr. Weir to make his representations 
on behalf of the Objector. Mr. Weir introduced his two witnesses, Mr. 
Christopher W. Greenough and Mr. Dennis G. Sherwood. Prior to calling Mr. 
Greenough, Mr. Weir introduced correspondence as Exhibit Nos. 7, 8 and 9, 
being a letter from Mr. Weir dated April 18, 1986, a letter from Mr. Ash 
dated June 11, 1986 and another letter from Mr. Weir dated August 18, 
1986. 


The Objector's first witness was Mr. Greenough who is Vice-President and 
Chief Accountant of the Objector and has been so for two-and-a-half years. 
Mr. Greenough has been a chartered accountant for 11 years and had worked 
with Peat Marwick, Chartered Accountants, prior to joining Citibank 
Canada. 


Mr. Greenough introduced Exhibit No. 12 being the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. incorporated on February 8, 
1985 under the Canada Business Corporations Act. Mr. Greenough explained 
that Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. is a joint venture capital corporation 
which invests in equity positions. Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. is 
concerned exclusively with joint ventures, and with mortgages only to the 
extent that such vehicles form part of the corporation's joint venture 
activities. 


Next, Mr. Greenough introduced Exhibit No. 13 being a list of subsidiary and 
affiliated companies within the Citicorp group showing the extensive use of 
the prefix "Citi" in the worldwide operations of the group. 


Mr. Greenough explained that "City" exists as a prefix to some of the 
Citibank subsidiaries, but mentioned that these were "old" subsidiaries of 
"First National City Bank" which, in 1970, changed its corporate name to 
"Citibank". 


Part of Mr. Greenough's responsibilities is to protect the name "Citibank". 
In addition, he acts as corporate secretary of the Objector. The Proponent's 
name came to the attention of Mr. Greenough through a NUANS name 
search conducted by the Objector's lawyers on a routine basis and as part of 
a corporate search in connection with the on-going affairs of the Objector. 
Mr. Greenough was able to identify in the NUANS report names of other 
subsidiaries of the Objector but could not account for the presence of the 
Proponent's name and instructed lawyers to investigate the Proponent. A 
copy of the NUANS report was submitted as Exhibit No. 14. 


Mr. Greenough briefly described the nature of a schedule "B" bank operating 
in Canada and referred to authorized capitalization limits prescribed by the 
Bank Act. The Objector is a subsidiary of Citibank N.A. which, itself, is 
owned by Citicorp, a U.S. company operating throughout the world and being 
one of the largest private banks in the world. 
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Mr. Greenough introduced Exhibit No. 10 being the financial statements of 
Citicorp for 1985. Next, Mr. Greenough introduced Exhibit No. 11 being the 
annual statement of Citibank Canada for 1985. The mortgage portfolio of 
the Objector, being approximately $85,000,000, is carried through a 
mortgage subsidiary called Citibank Canada Mortgage Corporation. 


Mr. Greenough acts as corporate secretary of Citibank Canada Mortgage 
Corporation; however, he is not familiar with the practice of mortgage 
administration or with the activities of mortgage brokers in Toronto. 


The NUANS name search is the only source of the witness' knowledge of the 
Proponent. The Proponent was not otherwise known to the witness. 


Reference was made to the Certificate of Incorporation of Citicorp Capital 
Investors Ltd. which had been produced as Exhibit No. 12. In the witness' 
mind, the businesses of these two subsidiaries of the Objector are distinct. 
In the event that a residential mortgage application is received by the 
Objector through its joint venture subsidiary, the inquiry would be referred 
to Citibank Canada Mortgage Corporation, not to Citicorp Capital Investors 
Ltd. 


Before its incorporation in 1985, Citicorp Investors Capital Ltd. as a name 
was not used. Last year, Citicorp Investors Capital Ltd. wrote 
approximately $100,000,000 worth of business. Its services are marketed by 
word to mouth, referrals, trade associations, tombstones in financial 
newspapers but not by deliberate advertising . 


In Canada, the Objector has three branches, one in Vancouver and two in 
Toronto. The head office of the Objector is on Front Street in Toronto. The 
Objector has a branch at Yonge Street and Eglinton Avenue but not 
anywhere near Yonge Street and Steeles Avenue, nor is a branch in the 
latter location planned for 1988. 


In order to communicate with Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd., callers 
telephone the Objector's general telephone number, since Citicorp Capital 
Investors Ltd. is not listed in the White Pages of the Toronto Telephone 
Directory. This subsidiary is known only to "informed" customers. A copy 
of page 320 of the Toronto White Pages Telephone Directory (1986) was 
produced as Exhibit No. 16, showing telephone numbers for services within 
the Citibank Canada group, a telephone number for Citicorp Capital 
Investors Ltd. not appearing. 


Citibank Canada Mortgage Corporation deals only in _ first-ranking 
residential mortgages; however, second- and third-ranking mortgages are 
written by way of collateral. The Objector incorporated its mortgage 
subsidiary because of Bank Act requirements. Commercial mortgage 
lending is written by the Objector. 


Mr. Robert Andrew, the sole witness for the Proponent, has been President 
of the Proponent for the last year-and-a-half. The Proponent is a mortgage 
broker and concentrates on first-, second- and third-ranking residential 
mortgages. Mortgage funds are obtained from institutions and private 
investors. The Proponent has an established goodwill. Other business 
carried on by the Proponent includes a limited amount of small commercial 
loans. The geographical area of operation of the Proponent is Toronto, 
Thornhill, Oshawa and Burlington. The Yonge/Steeles office is above a 


hairstyling salon situated across from a shopping centre and has a rentable 
space of 700 square feet. 
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The Proponent engages one employee and is not authorized to act as a 
schedule "B" bank. The address of the Proponent is 6307 Yonge Street, Suite 
201, City of North York, two blocks south of Steeles Avenue. The witness 
introduced Exhibit No. 18 being the letterhead of the Proponent. 


Last year, the Proponent wrote $100,000 of business, but ended the year ina 
loss position. Mr. Andrew produced Exhibit No. 19 being the financial 
statements of the Proponent for the year ended May 31, 1986. 


Most of the mortgage business obtained by the Proponent is the result of 
personal referrals from lawyers, real estate agents and accountants. This 
source of business amounts to 80 per cent of the Proponent's total business. 
The remaining 20 per cent came from Yellow Pages Telephone Directory 
advertisements. 


Approximately 35 to 40 per cent of the Proponent's business is placed 
through institutions and the rest through private sources. The Proponent 
does not engage in venture capital activities and is not in competition with 
the Objector. Mortgage broking is the only activity carried on by the 
Proponent. 


The Proponent carries on the principal business of residential mortgages; 
whereas, Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. is active in the venture capital 
market only. Although Mr. Ash led evidence that the businesses of the 
Proponent and that of the venture capital subsidiary of the Objector are not 
similar businesses, Mr. Greenough observed that the Citicorp group provides 
full banking services worldwide. 


The license of the Proponent as a mortgage broker shows its former name, 
Malezis Financial Corporation operating as Citicapital Funding. The 
mortgage broker's license was issued May 30, 1984 and is still in force. The 
Proponent has no other licenses. (The license was produced as Exhibit No. 
25) 


Mr. Andrew was aware of the existence of the Objector in Toronto, as being 
a source of business for mortgage brokers. The witness was aware of the 
Front Street/University Street location of the Objector and knew of its 
Yonge Street/Eglinton Avenue branch. The Proponent never dealt with the 
Yonge/Eglinton branch of the Objector. 


In 1984, Mr. Malezis, the founder of the Proponent, and the witness met 
with Mr. Rubbani and Mr. Cotton at the offices of the Objector. The 
meeting was initiated by Mr. Malezis who sought advice from the Objector 
for new product and business development. 


The name "Thomas Cotton" was unknown to Mr. Greenough; however, the 
name "J. Rubbani" was identified as being as the Treasurer of the Objector 
and a Vice-President thereof. 


Exhibit Nos. 20, 21, 22 and 23 were produced by Mr. Andrew, being the 
"Citicapital Funding" business card which was presented at the meeting with 
the Objector, as well as Mr. Cotton, Mr. Rubbani and the witness! current 
business cards, respectively. 


Mr. Cotton and Mr. Rubbani had met with the principals of the Proponent to 


discuss a new ceiling interest rate protection plan. This new product which 
was suggested by the Objector never materialised. 
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At the 1984 meeting with Citibank Canada, the Objector supplied 
information on interest rate protection plans, financial statements, list of 
products sought in the market place, forms for application for ceiling 
interest rate protection plans and a form of commercial loan application 
(produced as Exhibit No. 24). 


On re-examination of Mr. Greenough, the witness testified that any applica- 
tion for funds made to the Objector would have to be subject to normal 
credit procedures but that, usually, mortgage brokers are not funded by the 
Objector. 


On cross-examination of Mr. Andrew, the witness testified that the 
Proponent never applied to the Objector for funding nor to any of its 
subsidiaries. 


Mr. Greenough could not recall whether the Proponent ever dealt with 
Citibank Canada. Senior officials of the Objector were said by Mr. 
Greenough to have no knowledge of the Proponent. 


Mr. Greenough explained his concerns about the use by the Proponent of the 
name "Citicorp Financial Corp.": 


(1) Given the current climate of de-regulation of the financial 
services industry in Ontario and Canada and the business plans of 
the Objector to expand its individual consumer branch banking 
network, there is a great risk and fear of confusion in the public 
who would understand any financial services company that has 
the prefix "Citi" as being synonymous with Citibank banking 
diversification. 


(2) The continuing use of the Proponent's name would cause 
eonfusion in the minds of unsophisticated investors and the 
Objector would feel itself obliged to indemnify the losses 
suffered by people who believed that they had been dealing with 
the Citibank group. 


At this point, Mr. Ash objected to Mr. Weir's questioning of the witness in 
respect of the Objector's policy of reimbursing losses suffered by investors. 
who thought that they had been dealing with Citibank group. Mr. Ash 
complained that this question was hypothetical. I allowed the question to 
show the Objector's vigilance about the use of its name in the marketplace. 


Mr. Greenough, again, reiterated that it is the policy of the Objector to 
compensate investors who suffer loss by unauthorized users of the prefix 
"Citi" in connection with financial services. 


On cross-examination by Mr. Ash, Mr. Greenough admitted that the 
Objector does not have any written policy in connection with the compensa- 
tion of losses suffered by investors who thought that they had been dealing 
with Citibank Canada. Further, no such compensation has yet been paid in 
Canada, nor are there any proceedings under way in this connection. 


The witness indicated that the Objector is not concerned with similarity of 
name with companies that carry on business in areas other than that of 
financial services, unless the ambit of financial services is expanded to 
include accessorial businesses. Currently, there are non-financial companies 
within the Citicorp group. 
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The witness stated his belief that people would think that both the Objector 
and the Proponent companies are linked. The witness reiterated that the 
public confusion would not be at the branch level, but at the bank level. 


The second witness for the Objector was Mr. Dennis G. Sherwood, who was 
introduced by the Objector as an expert on the financial community in 
Toronto. Mr. Sherwood is president of Technolease Canada Inc., a financial 
leasing company. Previously, Mr. Sherwood was with Midland Bank for 30 
years. In 1971, Mr. Sherwood came to Canada and supervised the 
incorporation of Midland Bank during 1981 and 1982, as president, under 
schedule "B" of the Bank Act. Midland Bank is active in commercial, 
industrial and government lending. 


Mr. Sherwood never worked for the Objector, but is familiar with it. 


Mr. Sherwood testified that Citicapital Financial Corp. is confusing since 
the prefix "Citi" is well known and refers to the Objector. 


Mr. Ash objected to Mr. Sherwood being introduced as an expert witness. 
Upon challenge by Mr. Ash, Mr. Sherwood indicated that he retired from 
Midland Bank in 1982 and was active as a financial and banking consultant 
between 1982 and 1985, assisting small companies in procuring funding and 
in their dealings with banks. During the 1982 to 1985 period, Mr. Sherwood 
had no dealings with the Objector or any of its subsidiaries. Mr. Ash 
challenged Mr. Sherwood as an expert in public opinion. I ruled on the 
objection by allowing Mr. Sherwood to testify as an expert but only in 
respect of his knowledge of the financial community. 


Returning to the direct examination, Mr. Sherwood testified that "Citi" is 
confusing as appearing to be associated with Citibank and Citicorp, without 
question. He went on to say that "Citicapital" can be misconstrued as being 
a member of the Citicorp group, for example, in mortgage syndication. 


Upon cross-examination, Mr. Sherwood acknowledged that "Citi" is 
confusing but only in the financial services field. He never heard of 
"Citicapital Financial Corp." or "Citicapital Funding" prior to this Hearing. 


Mr. Sherwood knows of the Objector's venture capital subsidiary and knows 
how to contact them in case of need. He is unaware of Citicapital Financial 
Corp., but admits that he may have been confused had he consulted the 
Toronto White Pages Telephone Directory. 


The name of the Proponent is listed in alphabetical order in the Toronto 
White Pages Telephone Directory, but is outside the Citicorp group listing as 
shown in Exhibit No. 16. 


Mr. Sherwood testified that the Objector is located on Front Street in 
downtown Toronto. Further, he acknowledged that the Yonge/Steeles 
address is not associated with the Objector's general Citibank Canada 
address on Front Street. This is understood in the financial community, but 
the witness acknowledges that he is speaking only for himself. In other 
words, an address of a financial services corporation having in its name the 
prefix "Citi", other than on Front Street, would raise questions in the mind 
of the financial community as to whether the corporation is indeed linked to 
the Objector. The word "Citi" suggests some association with the Citibank 
group in the mind of the financial community. Mr. Sherwood acknowledges 
that he cannot speak for the general public in this regard. 
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Copies of the Toronto Yellow Pages Telephone Directory were introduced as 
Exhibit No. 15. On page 1225, the listing "Venture Capital Companies" 
refers to the listings under "Investments-Miscellaneous". In the section on 
"Investments-Miscellaneous" (the page number not being evident), there is 
no reference to either Citibank or Citicorp. On page 718, the listings for 
"Mortgages" appear and contain listings for "CitiCapital Funding", "Cityean 
Financial Corporation", and "Cityfunds Enterprises Ltd.", names which are 
similar to that of the Objector. 


Mr. Ash referred Mr. Greenough to a company called "Citycan" operating in 
Toronto. This company was unknown to the witness. Mr. Ash explained that 
"Cityean" are mortgage brokers and have been in business for ten to twelve 
years. "Cityean" is said to be one of the largest mortgage brokerage houses 
in Toronto and is well known. 


Advertising by the Proponent commenced initially in the Toronto Yellow 
Pages Telephone Directory, The Globe and Mail, the Toronto Sun and by way 
of pamphlet. A promotional pamphlet had been produced, marked as Exhibit 
No. 17 and shows the following services of the Proponent: refinancing; 
single-and multi-residential loans; mortgage resale; foreclosures; 
condominium high-rise and townhouse loans; and quick commitals. The 
Proponent did not engage in uninsured MICC loans, in construction or 
commercial sub-division loans, land acquisitions or high ratio mortgages. 


The Proponent never held itself out to be in any way associated with the 
Objector. Further, the Proponent does not advertise in any major financial 
newspapers, but advertised in The Globe and Mail and the Financial Post 
soon after starting business and only for that initial period. 


The letterhead, business card and advertising as well as the name of the 
Proponent were changed to Citicapital Financial Corp. after Mr. Ron 
Malezis, the founder of the Proponent, left the Corporation, to avoid 
confusion with Mr. Malezis's own corporation which was incorporated in 
February 1986. The prefix "Citi" was chosen to avoid confusion with 
"Cityean" and to acquire precedence over "Cityean" in the alphabetical 
listing in the Metropolitan Toronto telephone directory. 


The Proponent never received any calls confusing it with the Objector. 
However, in the week preceding the Hearing, Mr. Andrew admitted to 
receiving three to four such calls. Neither could Mr. Greenough recall any 
telephone complaints made to the Objector by callers thinking that they 
were dealing with the Proponent. 


THE LAW 


The relevant sections in the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (hereinafter 
refer to as "Act") are sections 9 and 12. In Ontario Regulation 466/83 under 
the Act, (hereinafter refer to as "Regulation"), sections 2 and 3 are 
relevant. 


Subsection 12(1) of the Act provides as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
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the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Section 9 of the Act provides, in part, as follows: 
Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 


(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 


(b) that is the same as or, except where a number name is 
proposed, similar to, 


(i) the name of a known, 


(A) body corporate, 

(B) trust, 

(C) association, 

(D) partnership, 

(E) _ sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual, 


whether in existence or not, or 


(ii) the known name under which any body corporate, 
trust, association, partnership, sole proprietorship, or 
individual, carries on business or identifies itself, 


if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 


(ec) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Sections 2 and 3 of the Regulation appear to codify the case law which has 
developed over the years with regards to name disputes, in particular Re C 


Ce. ChemjecalsaLid,, (1967) 248°(C7A,). ce Dk. (2d) 208 and’ Canadian 
Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 
Sil. 


( 


Section 2 of the Regulation sets out cireumstances in which the use of a 
name would be "likely to deceive" within the meaning of section 9(1)(b) of 
the Act. Section 2 of the Regulation provides that: 


2. (1) "Name" when used in the expression "if the use of that 
name would be likely to deceive" used in clause 9 (1) (b) of the 
Act ineludes, 


(a) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
business or activities carried on or intended to be 
carried on by the corporation under the proposed 
name and the business or activities carried on by any 
other person are one business or one activity, 
whether or not the nature of the business or activity 
of each is generally the same; 


(b) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
corporation bearing the name or proposed name is or 
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would be associated or affiliated with a person if the 
corporation and such person are not or will not be 
associated or affiliated; or 


(c) a name whose similarity to the name of a person 
would lead someone who has an interest in dealing 
with that person, to deal with the corporation bearing 
the name in the mistaken belief that he is dealing 
with the person. 


(2) In this section, 


(a) "person" means a person, whether in existence or not; 
and 
(b) "use" means actual use by a person that carries on 


business in Canada or elsewhere. 


In principle, the likelihood of deception must be ascertained at the time of 
the granting of the name objected to. In the words of Kelly, J.A. in C_C 
Chemicals: 


Except for the very limited purpose which is referred to later, 
anything that may take place after the granting of the name is 
not admissible evidence on the review by the Court or upon the 
enquiry made by the Provincial Secretary preliminary to the 
enforced changing of a name. The relevant evidence on any 
review by the Court is the evidence which was in existence, 
which could have been made known to the Provincial Secretary 
at the date of giving the name, and which, if it then had been 
known to him, he would have been bound to take into account. 
(at p. 256) 


However, 


I earlier mentioned that I did not consider that events occurring 
after the granting of the name were relevant except for a very 
limited purpose. The exception I have in mind and the only one 
which I would consider should ever be made to the exclusion of 
evidence of events subsequent to the granting of the name would 
be to allow evidence of consistent deception arising from the use 
of the name alleged to be objectionable to be introduced for the 
sole purpose of showing the lack of objectivity in the decision of 
the Provincial Secretary that deception was not likely to occur. 
In stating this view I would not consider that that such evidence 
should be allowed to be adduced in all cases, but I can conceive 
of situations where the occurrence of many and frequent 
instances of deception might be pertinent to the question as to 
whether the Provincial Secretary acting judicially in determining 
the "likelihood of deception" could have come to the conclusion 
that there was no such likelihood. (at p. 257) 


Again, in C_C Chemicals, the court laid down certain factors to be 
considered when deciding whether or not to grant a name to an applicant for 
incorporation. These factors are, in essence, the name of other businesses 
having similar names, the nature of the business associated with those 
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names, the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with such businesses, the 
name sought by the applicant for incorporation, the objects and business of 
the applicant and the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with the 
applicant upon incorporating. Finally, in light of the above information, a 
decision by the incorporation authority must be made 
..aS to whether the visual and auditory qualities of the two 
names are so similar that the use of the proposed name by the 
corporation to be incorporated is likely to deceive those 
members of the public who are dealing or may wish to deal with 
the existing name holder. (per Kelly, J.A. at p. 214). 


Section 3 of the Regulation sets out some of the matters which the 
Director, Companies Branch, may consider for purposes of subsection 12(1) 
of the Act when determining whether a name has been acquired contrary to 
section 9 of the Act. 


I am satisfied that section 3 of the Regulation contains a summary of the 
case law on point but I note, however, that the matters enumerated therein 
are not exclusive. 


Consequently, I propose to measure the evidence before this Hearing by the 
relevant criteria set out in section 3 of the Regulation and, further, to apply 
any other appropriate consideration which the Director is entitled to 
canvass in the exercise of his discretion under subsection 12(1) of the Act. 


The quality of the evidence must be such as to show probability of 
confusion, not mere possibility or, indeed, actuality of confusion. According 
to Kelly, J.A. in C.C. Chemicals, 


"(ikely" as an adjective is defined by the Oxford English 
Dictionary as "probable" - "that looks as if it would happen". 
Accordingly, the question becomes, "Did the Provincial 
Secretary give the proponent a name so similar to that of the 
objector that "it looked as if deception would occur". (at p. 212) 


In the analysis which follows, I shall take it that the Objector is carrying on 
business under the name and style of "Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd." I 
refer to Mr. Ash's intervention just prior to the opening of the evidence on 
behalf of the Objector and, in particular, to his quaere as to who exactly is 
the Objector: Citibank Canada or Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. While I 
decided that the Objector is indeed Citibank Canada acting for itself and its 
numerous subsidiary and affiliated companies (as listed in Exhibit No. 13), 
Mr. Weir for the Objector referred to Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. 
continuously in the pre-Hearing exchange of correspondence and at the 
Hearing itself, thereby indicating that the greatest likelihood for alleged 
deception by the Proponent is with the name of Citicorp Capital Investors 
Ltd. 


ie Distinetiveness of the Objector's name "Citibank Canada" and that of 
its subsidiary "Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd." 


While the words "capital investors" in the name "Citicorp Capital Investors 
Ltd." are generic or descriptive, "Citicorp" is a coined or fanciful word not 
to be found in the dictionary. The derivation of this word was not presented 
in evidence. The testimony by Mr. Sherwood is that "Citicorp" and 
"Citibank" are coined words which readily identify in the financial world the 


Objector and its subsidiary and affiliated companies in relation to the 
provision of financial services in Canada and world-wide. 
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Similarly, the word "Citicapital" in the Proponent's name is coined or 
fanciful and was explained by Mr. Ash in the pleadings that it has its 
derivation in the combined ideas of providing capital in urban environments. 
The descriptive nature of the words "Financial Corporation" in the 
Proponent's name "Citicapital Financial Corporation" is not sufficiently 
distinctive to set itself apart from the association with the Objector implied 
by the similarity of the Proponent's name with Citicorp Capital Investors 
Ltd. In this connection, I refer to Re Ebsco (cited below) which held that 
the addition of the words "subscription services" to the name of the 
Proponent "Ebsco Subscription Services Ltd." was insufficient to dissociate 
the Proponent from the Objector "Ebsco Investments Ltd.". In this case, 
however, I am of the view that "Citibank" and "Citicorp", though similar to 
"Citicapital", are sufficiently distinctive names. 


I find, consequently, that the Objector's name has acquired a distinctiveness 
within the meaning of subsections 3(a) of the Regulation, which is not 
compromised by the Proponent's name. 


We Length of time that the Objector's name has been in use. 


The Objector was constituted by Letters Patent of amalgamation issued 
under the Bank Act (Canada) effective November 1, 1982 and November 1, 
1983. Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. was incorporated on February 8, 1985 
under the Canada Business Corporations Act. 


Mr. Greenough testified that it was only in 1970 when "First National City 
Bank" changed its name to "Citibank" and started the trend to integrate the 
prefix "Citi" into the name of its subsidiary and affiliated companies. 


The Proponent was incorporated under the Business Corporations Act, 1982 
on February 28, 1984 with the name Malezis Financial Corporation and 
registered its business style "Citicapital Funding" on March 19, 1984. On 
February 19, 1986, the Proponent changed its name to Citicapital Financial 
Corp. 


Thus, I find that the Objector has been using as its business style "Citicorp 
Capital Investors Ltd." for two years and the "Citi" prefix in Canada for five 
years within the meaning of sub-paragraph 3(b) of the Regulation. 


ye Nature of services and the trade associated with the Objector's name. 


Mr. Greenough explained that the Objector had been incorporated in Canada 
as a schedule "B" bank and that Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. is a joint 
venture capital corporation which invests in equity positions. 


Mr. Andrew testified that the Proponent was incorporated to carry on the 
activities of mortgage broking and financing. He explained that the 
Proponent concentrates on first-, second- and third-ranking residential 
mortgages and has a modest commercial loan portfolio. The Proponent 
engages only in mortgage broking, not in venture capital activities. Some of 
the mortgage services provided by the Proponent have been previously 
referred to and are more fully set out in the pamphlet produced as Exhibit 
Now lic 


The Objector, on the other hand, is part of one of the largest fully 
integrated private banking groups in the world. 
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The nature of the services associated with the Proponent, while distinct 
from that of Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd., is included in the activities 
carried on by the Objector. The ease law has established, however, that not 
only may there be confusion where there is an overlapping of business 
activity (Re Fordprint 11 O.R. (2d) 434 (D.C. 1976), but also where the 
business activities are not similar or overlapping (Falconbridge Nickel Mines 
vs Falconbridge Land Development (1974) 15 C.P.R. (2d) 213 (B.C.S.C.) and 
Re Ebsco Investments Ltd. and Ebsco Subscription Services Ltd. (1975) 7 
O.R. (2d) 741 (Div. Ct.), 56 D.L.R. (3d) 501, 19 C.P.R. (2d) 5), aff'd 11 O.R. 
(2d) 305 (C.A.). 





Thus, I find that the nature of the trade and services associated with the 
Proponent is similar as being included in that associated with the Objector, 
though not with Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd., within the meaning of 
subsections 3(c) and (d) of the Regulation. 


4. Auditory or visual similarity between the Objector's name and that of 


the Proponent. 


Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. has no listing in the White Pages or the 
Yellow Pages Telephone Directory of Toronto. The White Pages listings for 
the Objector and Proponent appear as follows:

Whereas there is no similarity, visual or auditory, between the Objector and 
the Proponent's name except for the prefix on the first name of each, 
neither is the visual, auditory and intellectual similarity between Citicorp 
Capital Investors Ltd. and the Proponent pronounced. In Re Ebsco, Mr. 
Justice Goodman, speaking for the court, in consideration of the name 
"Ebsco", stated: 


In the present case, the word "Ebsco" is not a family name, 
generic name or descriptive word. It is what has sometimes been 
called a "coined" or a "fancy" word. In this case the coined word 
is very unusual in its nature and, in my view, members of the 
public, in all probability, would be inclined to believe that two 
companies using this word as the first word in their respective 
corporate names would, in all likelihood, be, at the very least, 
associated companies. (at page 748) 


However, in the matter at Hearing, the actual and likely clientele of each 
party, as discussed hereinafter, are sufficiently different for any similarity 
under this consideration to be significant. 


I find, consequently, that the names of the Objector and Citicorp Capital 
Investors Ltd. as compared with that of the Proponent do not bear a 
sufficient degree of similarity in appearance or sound but possibly in the 
ideas suggested by them within the meaning of section 3(e) of the 
Regulation. 


5: Geographic area. 


The Objector operates from three branches in Canada, one in Vancouver and 
two in Toronto. The head office of the Objector is on Front Street and 
University Avenue in Toronto. One of the Objector's retail banking branches 
is at Yonge Street and Eglinton Avenue. 
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The Proponent operates from its registered office above a hairdressing salon 
at Yonge Street and Steeles Avenue and carries on business in Toronto, 
Thornhill, Oshawa and Burlington. 


Consequently, I find there to be an overlapping of selected services by the 
Objector and the Proponent which are available in common geographic 
locations. 


6. Ordinary Clientele 


Though not specifically enumerated in section 3 of the Regulation, I find 
that it is appropriate for the Director to consider the nature of the clientele 
that one would ordinarily expect to deal with each party, in order to 
determine whether the use of the Proponent's name is likely to deceive. The 
Objector's expert witness, Mr. Sherwood, testified that Citicorp Capital 
Investors Ltd. deals with "informed" customers, that is customers who are 
knowledgeable in venture capital markets. Its services are marketed by 
word of mouth, referrals, trade associations, tombstones in financial 
newspapers but not deliberately by advertising. This was confirmed by Mr. 
Greenough as justification for Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. not appearing 
in the White Pages listings. 


At the banking level, Mr. Sherwood testified that, in his opinion, the 
financial community regards any financial services company with the prefix 
"Citi" in its name as being associated with the Citicorp group. In addition, a 
business address of such a company other than on Front Street West in 
Toronto would raise immediate questions as to that company's corporate 
affiliation. 


Mr. Andrew for the Proponent testified that 80 percent of its business is 
generated from referrals by lawyers, accountants and real estate agents. 
The remaining 20 percent comes from advertisements. Approximately 35 to 
40 percent of the Proponent's business is placed through institutions and the 
rest through private sources. 


Mr. Sherwood admitted that he had not heard of "Citicapital Financial 
Corp." or "Citicapital Funding" prior to this Hearing. Neither was the 
Proponent Known to Mr. Greenough prior to the NUANS name search that 
gave rise to this Name Objection proceeding. 


Mr. Greenough, in referring to the annual financial statements of Citibank 
Canada for 1985 showed its mortgage portfolio as being $85,000,000 carried 
through its mortgage subsidiary Citibank Canada Mortgage Corporation. 
Last year, Citicorp Capital Investors Ltd. wrote approximately $100,000,000 
worth of business. 


Mr. Andrew testified that the Proponent wrote $100,000 worth of business 
last year but ended in a loss position as shown in its financial statements 
produced as Exhibit No. 19. 


Mr. Justice Kelly in C C Chemicals set forth the proper considerations 
which must be brought to bear in assessing likelihood of deception in 
connection with the publie: 


Further, in considering the likelihood of deception he (ie. the 


Minister) must give due regard to the persons or class of person 
likely to be deceived if dealing with the proponent. I do not 
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consider that anyone can be deceived by the similarity of one 
name to another within the meaning of s. 12 unless he is induced 
to deal with someone other than the person with whom it was his 
intention to deal - so, unless a person is likely to deal with the 
corporation to be incorporated in the mistaken belief that he is 
dealing with another corporation, it cannot be said that, within 
the meaning of the Corporations Act, the similarity of names is 
likely to deceive him. Aecepting this, I infer from the 
expression "likely to deceive" that the similarity must be such as 
to cause a person, who had an interest in dealing, or reason to 
deal, with "A" to deal with "B" in the belief that he was dealing 
with "A". If this be the test, as I conceive it to be, the likelihood 
to deceive must be assessed by reference to the impact of the 
words in the name on the persons or class of persons with whom 
the objector seeks to have business dealings, that is, his 
customers or prospective customers. In other words, the only 
person who is deceived is he who takes some action or makes 
some decision different from that which he would have made but 
for the deception; and similarly the person who is likely to be 
deceived is one whose action or decision is likely to be so 
affected. (at p. 213) 


It appears, therefore, that while the business of the Objector and the 
Proponent are similar to a limited extent, the nature of their respective 
clientele is markedly distinct both in terms of dollars and nature of the 
products marketed. 


DECISION 


I eonelude, therefore, that the use of the Proponent's name would not be 
likely to deceive within the meaning of section 9 of the Act and that the use 
of the Proponent's name would not lead to the inference that the business 
carried on by the Proponent and the Objector are one and the same and, in 
particular, that the Proponent is associated or affiliated with the Objector. 


Consequently, for the foregoing reasons, there shall be no Order changing 
the name of the Proponent under section 12 of the Act. 


In light of the apparent vigour with which Citibank Canada pursues its 
vigilance over the use of names by corporations which include the prefix 
"Citi", I feel obliged to set out the additional considerations which I have 
taken in arriving at my Decision. 


Mr. Greenough testified that part of his duties as Vice-President, Chief 
Accountant and Corporate Secretary of Citibank Canada includes periodic 
"sweeps" of NUANS name reports to ascertain whether or not other 
companies are using the prefix "Citi" in their operations without the 
authorisation of Citibank Canada. It is clear that Citibank Canada regards 
the prefix "Citi" as proprietary. 


Proceedings under subsection 12(1) of the Act are an administrative 
procedure in the public interest and do not constitute an additional 
commercial remedy: 


The strictures on the granting, upon incorporation, of names 


similar to those of existing bodies have not adversely affected 
the right any person has to protect himself against an 
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infringement on the name or style under which he earries on 
business: s. 12 was enacted not to enlarge the remedies 
available for that purpose, but in the public interest for the 
protection and convenience of the public. To quote from the 
judgement of Schatz, J., in the Cole's case, at pp. 337-8 O.R., 
pp. 53-4 D.L.R.: 


The issue before me as I conceive it on the authority of the 
Chapple case is to determine whether the name of Cole's 
Sporting Goods Ltd. is "likely to deceive", that is, likely to 
eause confusion by reason of the existence of the prior 
incorporation of C. Cole & Co., and the later incorporation 
of Coles Book Stores Ltd. For the applicant herein it is 
contended that the principles applicable in a "passing-off" 
action are the principles upon which I should view the facts 
in this case. In my opinion this is not in the nature of a 
passing-off action. This is not a matter of contest between 
parties although it is noted that the right to apply under s- 
s. (3) is "by a person who feels aggrieved", thus indicating a 
personal disadvantageous effect, but while such a person 
may make an application it is not the duty of the Court to 
make any order for the sole purpose of removing a 
grievance in so far as it affects the person complaining, 
but the Court must act for the benefit of the public who 
are likely to be deceived, the grievance of a party being an 
entirely secondary result. Under this Act this is a matter 
respecting the public primarily, i.e., is the public likely to 
be deceived, and therefore in my opinion the principles of a 
passing-off action are not applicable... 


This statement I consider to be fundamental: what the statute 
aims at is the prevention, in the public interest, of the use of 
letters patent to further deception likely to arise from similarity 
of names. Save as to the provision of a review by the Court, 
what it sets up is an administrative procedure to prevent the 
giving of a name similar to an existing one and to change a 
name, the giving of which contravened the prohibition of s. 12(1). 
(per Kelly, J.A. at page 210 in C C Chemicals) 


This principle was reiterated with approval in Re Ebsco Investments and 
Ebsco Subscription Services, at page 745. 


Nor is the purpose of the proceedings under section 12(1) of the Act to 
afford protection to the Objector in the continued use of its name without 
fear of competition: 


It was never intended that s. 12 should provide an alternative 
method of determining the rights of two parties where one of 
them, by the manner in which he is conducting his business, is 
seeking to draw custom away from his competitor. Adequate 
remedies have always been available to deal with such a 
situation - any attempt to broaden the scope of the 
administrative procedure under s. 12 to encompass what is 
"passing-off" are unwarranted and should be resisted. (per Kelly, 
J.A. in C C Chemicals at page 210). 
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Mr. Greenough qualified his "sweep" as being restricted to companies in the 
financial services sector. Subject to an important qualification referred to 
herein in respect of de-regulation of financial services, Citibank Canada is 
not concerned with non-financial corporations using "Citi" as a prefix to 
their names. Mr. Greenough admitted that his only knowledge of the 
Proponent came from the NUANS report produced as Exhibit No. 14. 


Mr. Ash for the Proponent referred Mr. Greenough to two "Mortgages" 
listings in the Yellow Pages: "Cityean Financial Corporation" and "Cityfunds 
Enterprises Ltd.". These companies were unknown to Mr. Greenough and no 
name objection proceedings had been commenced against them, although 
Cityean Financial Corporation is said to be one of the largest mortgage 
brokerage houses in Toronto having been in business for ten to twelve years. 


It appears that the vigilance of Citibank Canada is selective at best. The 
motive behind initiating the current proceedings, as Mr. Greenough 
explained, is the current climate of de-regulation in the financial services 
sector in Ontario and Canada and the Objector's business plans to expand its 
individual consumer branch banking network. According to him, there is a 
great risk that the public would erroneously believe that a financial services 
company that has the prefix "Citi" would be synonymous with the Citibank 
Canada diversification. Mr. Greenough admitted that the Objector is not 
concerned with similarity of names with other corporations that carry on 
business in areas other than that of financial services, unless the ambit of 
financial services expands in de-regulation to include accessorial businesses. 


Referring to the list of subsidiary and affiliated companies of the Objector 
produced as Exhibit No. 13, I note that the Citibank group includes non- 
financial companies as well. As stated by McRuer, C.J.H.C., in Re Menzies- 
Gibson Ltd. (1955), 1 D.L.R. (2d) 187 at page 190: 


In commercial life there is bound to be a certain amount of 
coincidence of names, but this cannot be dealt with on any 
trivial ground. 


Surely, one cannot prevent a corporation, whether in a similar or different 
business, from using its name, on the basis of anticipated de-regulation and 
mere business plans to extend into other sectors. Further, Mr. Greenough 
expressed concern that dismissal of the Objection would be the "thin edge of 
the wedge" and a signal to other companies that "Citi" is available for 
corporate name purposes. A proceeding under section 12(1) of the Act is not 
the appropriate remedy for this concern. 


Further evidence adduced by Mr. Greenough to show the Objector's vigilance 
is the policy of Citibank Canada to indemnify voluntarily any losses suffered 
by "unsophisticated" persons dealing with "unauthorised" corporations 
providing financial services under a name which includes the prefix Citi", 
believing that they were dealing with the Proponent. On cross-examination 
by Mr. Ash, Mr. Greenough admitted that Citibank Canada has no such 
written policy, that no such compensation has ever been paid in Canada and 
that there are no proceedings under way in this connection. 


No evidence was introduced by the Objector to show that any trade mark 
belonging to or used by the Objector was violated by the Proponent. 
Further, I do not believe that a prefix can be the proper subject of a trade 
mark without specifying the full word or words associated with a mark. 
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Although Re Fordprint concluded that the proponent's business was included 
in that of the objector's, that case is distinguishable from the present in that 
the Objector's clientele was not shown to be shared to any appreciable 
extent with that of the Proponent. Further, Mr. Sherwood testified that the 
continued use by the Proponent of its name might raise questions in the 
financial community as to the affiliation by the Proponent with the 
Objector. I do not believe that Mr. Sherwood's expert testimony in this 
regard necessarily indicates confusion or the likelihood thereof, but merely 
a "red flag" in the mind of the financial community which would justify 
inquiries as to the relationship between the Proponent and the Objector as is 
customary and, indeed, prudent when dealing in a new business relationship. 


Although Re Ebsco is authority for the protection of coined words, "Citi" is 
not, itself, a word and, therefore, cannot be considered either coined or 
distinctive with reference to a particular type of service. Consequently, I 
do not have to decide whether or not the Objector has established any 
identity by the prefix "Citi" within the meaning of s. 11(1)(b) of the 
Regulation. 


Noting that a finding of a likelihood of deception depends not on the number 
of the considerations in section 3 of the Regulation met by the evidence but 
on the balance of probabilities in the circumstances, I find that the 
Objector's evidence of "likelihood of deception" is speculative at best and 
does not outweigh the hardship of requiring the Proponent to change its 


name. In Re Cantrade Sales and Import Co. Ltd. (1977) 15°O:R. (24) 562 
(D.C.), Mr. Justice Robins said at page 966 that: 


Notwithstanding the acquisition of a name contrary to section 
8(1), the Minister is obliged to consider whether, in the light of 
all the surrounding circumstances of a particular case, the name 
ought to be ordered changed. This consideration, as a primary 
matter, involves the public interest in not being subjected to 
confusion through the use of similar corporate names, and as a 
secondary matter, the interests of the companies claiming the 
name and the relative hardship that may result to them from the 
decision. 


In the words of Mr. Justice MeRuer in Re Menzies-Gibson, 


One can readily understand the difficulties that can arise in the 
business world by reason of the change in a corporate name and 
also the incidental inconvenience that arises by reason of a 
corporation, once having been issued letters patent, engaging in 
business under that name, procuring necessary supplies and 
advertising material and then having to advise the business world 
that the name of it has been changed. Much confusion may 
follow in the minds of the customers of the corporation and 
those with whom it deals. There is goodwill, there is credit, 
there are banking arrangements, all of which are identified with 
the precise name of the company. It is therefore obvious that 
before any action is taken under s. 12(2) there should be very 
good and sound reason showing why that action should be taken. 
To provide against hardship, subsection 3 was enacted. (at page 
189). 


It is my view that the Objector has failed to show "very good and sound 


eason" in the pupee interest to justify the issuance of an Order against the 
roponent to change its name, but merely a possibility of deception. 
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Such having been said, the Objector is not precluded by this Decision from 
launching another Name Objection proceeding against the Proponent should 
future events permit the submission of more compelling evidence of the 
likelihood of deception in the mind of the public resulting from the 
continued use of the Proponent's name.

The Ontario Securities Commission announced today that the brokerage firm of 
Midland Doherty Limited has consented to the issuance of an order reprimanding 
the firm for failing to adequately supervise a former salesman, Mr. 
Christopher James Chappell. Mr. Chappell also consented to an order 
cancelling his registration with the Commission as a securities salesman and 
prohibiting him from participating in certain trades in securities which do not 
require registration. 


The consent orders bring to an end the hearing originally commenced by the 
Commission on November 8, 1986 to consider the matter. The hearing was the 
culmination of an investigation by the Commission staff into complaints by 
clients of Midland Doherty about improper conduct by Mr. Chappell while 
employed as a salesman. The staff of the Commission also alleged that the firm 
failed to adequately supervise Mr. Chappell throughout his employment, which 
was terminated in January, 1985. 


Midland Doherty also acknowledged as part of the consent order that it failed 
to provide the Commission with sufficient details of the reasons for Mr. 
Chappell's termination and of misconduct in the course of his employment. 


Midland has agreed to a review of its supervisory procedures by the Toronto 
Stock Exchange to ensure that similar incidents do not occur in the future and 
will abide by any recommendations that the Exchange may make as a result of the 
review. 


As the basis for the order against Mr. Chappell, he admitted that he had 
carried ywouts) discretionary trades'/son “behalf jiof clients «iwithoutwany prior 


authorization from those clients. In several instances, the clients’ suffered 
financial losses from the trades. As a result of complaints by the clients, 
the trades were reversed or Midland Doherty and Mr. Chappell made monetary 


settlements in satisfaction of therclaims.~ Mr. ‘Chappell “also ‘acknowledged 
carrying out trades on separate occasions which violated Commission policies, 
cease trading orders issued by the Commission, and sections of the Securities 
Act. He has not been*employed ‘as a salesman’ since ‘voluntarily resigning “in 
August, 1986.
